EXCITING EXPERIENCES RELATED 


Hundreds of men and boys recklessly put 
their lives in danger on the lake yesterday. 
To one party of young men death came near- 
erthan they themselves realized. Uncon- 
scious of their peril they skated out to within 
a few feet of the four-mile crib. Here they 
were warned that the ice field had broken 
loose from the shore and was drifting swiftly 
out into the lake before a thirty-mile gale,

Off at the west, at the end of the ice field, we 
could see the patch of black water, which 
kept growmg wider and wider. We couldn't 
make out any boats, though, and could feel 
the ice moving and hear it groaning as we 
passed over it. 

When we reached the west end of the field 
we were separated fgom the shoreice by 200 
feet of water.. We skated up and down the 
ede shouting and waving our hats and coats 
to attract attention, while the stretch of water 
kept growing wider and wider.“

Four hundred men climbed up a narrow 
stairway to the top floor of No. 268 South 
Water street at 11 o’clock last night to see a. 
prize-fight. Half an hour later they climbed 
down under escort of thirty big policemen. 
Six patrol wagons were busy nearly two 
hours carting away the spectators to the cells 
at the Harrison Street Station. Con“ Doyle 
of Chicago and Billy“ Moore of Detroit, 
the principals, with their seconds, were locked 
up at Central Station. Then Chief Brennan 
heaved a deep sigh of relief and went home 
in a cab. He had carried on the biggest 
prize-fight raid ever planned in Chicago to a 
successful conclusion.

The dangerous journey to the crib, the ter- 
vifying discovery of the peril which threat- 
ened the skaters, their flight and subsequent 
exciting rescue seemed to convey no warning 
to the hundreds of other skaters who con- 


tinued till nightfall to skim the rotting ice far 


out from the shore line and all the way fiom 
Hyde Park to Lake View. 

Today it is predicted the conditions will be 
ptill more favorable for accidents. The soft 
weather has huneycombed the ice, and the 
west gale has loosened it from its hold on the 
Shore. People who go skating today should 

life preservers as well as steel runners. 


It Passes the Four-Mile Crib. 


At midnight the floe had passed the four- 
mile crib, and was being driven rapidly north- 
dust into midlake. An hour earlier the last of 


the floe had gone by the Chicago avenue~ 


crib, and clear water extended a mile or more 
further out. The ice began to move in con- 
siderable quantities about dark, but it was not 
until 9 o'clock that the great ice field, which 
has lain off the city’s water front for weeks, 
Was caught by the wind and current, and car- 
tied out in a body. When it crashed against 
the cribs it was going from one to two miles 
an hour. 

The mere action of the wind upon the sur- 
face of the floe would not have been sufficient 
to have detached it from its shore connec- 


tions and send it lakeward, but the first ef- 


fect of the brisk southwest wind was to lower 


the lake level by afoot or more. A strong 


Current to the northward at once set in. 
Between the breaks, the current, and the wind 
‘the floe was soon torn loose from its shore 
Connections, although they were of solid ice 
and extended for many miles. 

Guy Earle, a boy of 17, who lives at No. 
1033 West Adams street, was the last of the 
party of eighteen to be rescued from the ice 
Held. He tells a graphic story of the after- 
noon's ad venture.

I got within five feet of 
the pier and was forced to stop as the ice had 
left the pier and was flowing out into the lake. 
I made a jump for the pier and caught it and 
climbed up. A boy whose name I do not 
know followed me and fell into the water and 
I pulled him out. The ice was from four to 
six inches thick all the way out to the,crib, 
and we thought there was no danger in mak- 
ing the trip. 

B. A. Barrett was the leader of the party 
and the one who suggested the trip which so 
nearly cost the lives of the entire party. The 
party gathered outside the government pier 
near the lighthouse, and from that point the 
start was made, The skaters proceeded for 
safety in Indian fashion, single file, and 
with the wind at their backs they 
made rapid progress, reaching the open 
water surroundmg the crib at 2:45 
o’clock exactly, as Barrett took the time of 
the trip. The return trip was taken up with 
their warning, stoppage, and rescue as de- 
scribed. The boys, after reaching shore,were 
inclined to treat their experience in a serious 
mood. They seemed to realize the perilous 
position they had been in and were naturally 
more than thankful for their rescue, and 
made up a purseof $5 for the hunter who 
had taken them off the ice floe. 

In talking of the affair Barrett said: 
did not much fear death, but when we saw 
that space of about 300 feet of open water 
gradually growing larger we didn’t feel very 
good, I can tell you. We skated a short dis- 
tance up and down the floe in the hopes of 
finding some place of escape, but we soon saw 
we were clear of the main body of shore ice, 
We thought we would be taken off all right, 
but we hated te think of spending a night on 
that floating ice. : 

James Burrell, after confessing that he had 
been frighteried by his adventure, said: 

“ We waved our hats at first to attract the 
attention of some one, and then some of the 
boys took off their coats and flung them in the 
air. It seemed as if nobody would ever see

DEBS BOASTS HIS TRIAL IS ENDED. 


He Declares the Adjourned Proceedings 
Will Not Be Resumed, 

Tun Horn, Ind., Feb. 16.—“ The ad- 
journed conspiracy trial at Chicago will 
never be resumed. It will die out.“ said Eu- 
gene V. Debs, President of the A. R. U., to- 
night. While confined in the Woodstock 
jail I said I would stake my head that no 
jury would convict m@ and my colleagues. 
That statement has been as good as proven 
true as a result of the recent three 
days I was in court at Chicago. That ad- 
journed trial will ‘never be continued: I will 
never be put on the stand again in that case. 
I want a trial, but the General Managers 
connived to have it killed. We had the jury 
with us unanimously and had them com- 
pletely knocked out. Mr. Wickes went to 
Europe to escape the trial. I will tell the 
people of Chicago a fewthmgs Thursday 
evening, Feb, 28, when I will speak at the 
Auditorium on ‘Who Are the Conspirators?’ 
A series of sensations will be sprung regard- 
ing the General Managers’ Associaton, which 
would nave come out in the trial if it had 
been continued.” 


GOVERNMENT TO BUY ALL BUTTER. 


Canada Will Pay 20 Cents a Pound for All 
Its Farmers’ Prod uce. 


Monrrreat, Que., Feb. 16.—In view of the 
approaching elections the Dominion Govern- 
ment, to secure the farmers’ vote, has guar- 
anteed to buy all winter-made butter, for 
which it will pay 20 cents a pound and also 
the expenses of shipping it to Great 
Britain. This, the government asserts, 
is done with a view of fostering the trade and 
making it equal to the cheese, which has as- 
sumed large proportions during the last few 
years. The offer applies to the whole Domin- 
ion. Regarding next summer’s make the gov- 
ernment promises to perfect further arrange- 
ments. The Minister of Agriculture says he 
has received assurances that the steamship 
and railway lines will put on refrigerator ap- 
paratus and the High Commissioner at Lon- 
don will arrange for cold storage appliances 
at Liverpool, Glasgow, and Bristol. 


THIEVES STEAL AN EXPRESS SAFE, 


They Take It from the Company's Wagon in 
the Driver’s Absence, 

Derrorr, Mich., Feb. 16.—Darmg thieves 
stole a United States Express safe from one 
of the company’s wagons tonight, but failed 
to secure the contents. A messenger 
who arrived on the Lake Shore road 
placed his safe on the wagop and with 
the driver proceeded to the company’s 
substation, not far from the depot. The mes- 
senger entered the substation, and in his ab- 
sence the thieves took the safe from the wag- 
on while the driver was attending to his 
horses, A search by several detectives and 
policemen finally disclosed the safe under a 
box car. It had been dragged 400 feet. Ex-

Results of Experiments Made by a South 
Carolina Man, 

Colon, S. C., Feb. 16.— Dr. V. P. Clay- 
ton of Columbia is experimenting with cot- 
ton-seed meal as food for human beings. 
Mixed with cornmeal it makes a most palata- 
ble bread. Cotton-seed meal sells at about 
one cent ver pound. It is usually rich in 
carbo-hydrates, which make bone and 
muscle and animal heat.

Police Soothe the Prisoners. 


Far down in the north end of the room was 
an old stove-pipe hole, and a Clark street sa- 
loonkeeper tried ta dive into it.

THAN A GAY DEOEIVER. 


Letters Received from San Francisco Show 
More of a Story ef Adventure than Was 
at First Revealed<One Woman Whe 
Believed Herself His Wife Dies in an 
Insane Asylum=—Nealey, Whe Is in Jan 
for Furnishing Straw Bail, Must Answer 
Some New Charges, 


Letters and postal cards coming to the ad- 
dress of Howard K. Cavelle, in this cily, are 
serving now to reveal a darker side to the 
character of this adventurer. The mysterious 
death of Lucilia Marie Hall in California, one 
of Cavelle’s wives, was learned yesterday by 
Inspector Stuart, who has been taking charge 
of Cavelle’s mail. Portions of a plot to get 
posséssion of real estate property in this city 
of some one referred to as Lane are also ex- 
posed in this manner. From what can be 
learned of the woman who is believed to be a 
victim of Cavelle, from two letters inter- 
cepted, it appearr thatshe left New Orleans 
with Cavelle and went to live with 
him in San Francisco, There she was 
deserted and had to earn her own 
livelihood at domestic service until last 
New Year’s day, when a stranger came and 
took her to an insane asylum, where she died 
a day or two later from the effects of opiates. 
While Cavelle was living in this city with Liz- 
zie Georges the abandoned wife in California 
seems to have been aware of this fact and 
that Cavelle was apparently dominated by 
the Georges woman, who at one time, it is 
said, forced him at the point of a revolver to 
return to her when he had left her and gone 
to Cincinnati. After Mrs. Hall’s death Ca- 
velle addressed letters to her which were 
yesterday retured to this office. In one 
of these, Cavelle refers to property of Lane 
which he expressed hope of acquirmg with 
the assistance of his Chicago wife. He ex- 
pressed also a positive dislike for the New Or- 
leans police and says he and the Hall woman 
must go to Paris the coming summer. This 
information about Cavelle leads to the belief 
that something more serious in the eyes of the 
law than unlimited matrimonial alliances 
may yet be charged to him. 

Nealey’s Bail Cases. 


Since the arrest of Joseph J. Nealey and 
his imprisonment for qualifying on the 
Cavelle bond many stories of similar pro- 
ceedings have bobbed up. One story is to 
the effect that he called at the jail Feb. 1 to 
secure the release of Charles Howard, ac- 
cused of ag pean and saw the prisoner iu 
the cage, Howard attempted to leave with 
the lawyer, saying he was a visitor and nota 
prisoner, but the guards prevented his es- 
cape. They said Howard d acted under 
was released on bonds furnished by Nealey 
and has not been heard of since. 

John Moore is the assignee of the Ser-Vis 
Candy company, No. 44 North Clark street, 
which failed Jan. 9. Nealey, who was com- 
mitted to jail with Moore in connection with 
bail frauds, is one of the sureties of the latter 
on his bond as assignee, and in the County 
Court yesterday a petition was filed by the in- 
solvent company asking that Moore and his 
bondsmen be cited to appear in court and 
qualify on the bond. A citation was issued to 
bring the parties in court tomorrow when a 
notice to remove the assignee will be argued. 

The petition says at the time of the failure of 
the company Mocre was given the appoint- 
ment of assignee and when it became neces- 
sary for the assignee to furnish a bond for 
double the estimated assets of the compa 
he appeared in court with Nealey and John F. 
Barrow. The bond was for $10,000, Nealey 
stated under oath he was the owner of 
unincumbered real estate to the value of $30,. 
000 and Barrow testified that he was worth 
$10,000 in real estate over and above his 


lia bilities. 
Investigation te Come, 


Judge Donnelly will investigate the conduct 
of the assignee Monday morning. Attorney 
E. W. Sims, who represents the Ser-Vis com- 
pany, and who filed the tition, said Moore 
was unknown to Mr. Ser- Vis, the assignor, up 
to the time of the failure. 

He came to Mr. Ser- Vie,“ said the attor- 
ney, with recommendations from several 
friends of my client and asked to be made 
asig nee, recommendations were 
made by business-men who knew that 
an assignment was contemplated and 
it was represented to Mr. Ser-Vis that 
Moore wasa good business-man and thor- 
oughly honest and in every way well qualified 
for the position of assignee. e first thing 
Moore did was to file an inventory as re- 
quired by law, and when it was examined it 
was found to contain goods to the amount of 
only $800. Asa matter of fact the assets 
should have been at least $5,000 in the in- 
ventory. We had a rule entered requiring the 
assignee to file a newand complete inventory, 
but when this bond matter came up on the 
North Side and the assignee had got into 
trouble he had not cemplied with the rule. 
It is believed that $1,000 worth of goods in- 
cluded in the assets, of which Moore took 
charge, have been taken out of the store, and 
Nealey and Barrow were his confederates.”’

One party of 
four of the had previously skated as 
far south from Van Buren street as Thirty- 
fifth street, and, finding the ice in such excel- 
lent condition all the way, they readily agreed 
to attempt the four mile trip to the crib. 

Miss Johnson Says the Crib Rocked. 

Miss Johason, who called for assistance last 
night, said: 

„When I saw those men coming towards 
the erib I knew at once they were in danger. 
I feit the crib rock from side to side as if it 
was a rocking-chair. I knew the ice 2 
leaving shore and was flowing out into 
lake. I called to the men who were at work 
on the outside that the men who were coming 
towards the crib must be told to go buck, as 
there was danger in lingering about the ice. 
I never knew the crib building to rock so in all 
the time that I have been out here, I became 
frightened lest the building should topple over. 
The pounding of the ice against the crib this 
afternoon has been something terrible. The 
ice has heen moving idly eastward, and it 
is in such large cakes that it would seem at 
times to almost knock the crib. ever. The 
lamp was knocked off the shelf alorg the 
wall, and some water that was on the stove 
in a boiler was spilled over the floor. 
Lam not so badly frightened, but I was dur- 
ing the worst of it, which seems to have 
stop now. Thecrib shakés and trembles 
until at times it seems as if it would surely g° 
over. I feel nowasif I would like to take 
the tug and go to shore if the tug succeeds in 
getting out this far. Around the intake the 
crib is all Might, for the men have been able 
to keepitclear of the ice. There is not a 
great deal of sea, and the wind is very low 
but the greatest trouble is from the pound- 
ing of the ice. 

At the office of the City Engineer and the 
Department of Publie Works the fears of the 
inmates of the four-mile crib were only 
laughed at. Deputy Commissioner John A. 
Moody said: , 

The four-mile crib is as safe as the Masonic 
Temple. It could not be knocked over by an 
earthquake, and the fears of the people 
there ure wholly groundless. The ice 
can do no damage at all, for tho 
erib is of solid stone, and we ~ feel 
just as certain that it can stand 
any sort of shock as we do that the Masonic 
Temple could. The danger from the ice, 
even if it is a great deal heavier this year than 
for along time, amounts to nothing. The 
old two-mile crib was of a far more danger- 
ous character, and it never fell. It was built 
with a brick tower, and it used to shake and 
roll like a boat. The present two-mile crib 
is surrounded by a sea wall that prevents the 
ice from jarring it, aid there is even less 
danger there than at the four-mile crib, but, 
asa matter of fact, one is as safe at the four- 
mile crib as on shore. 

“Itisa very foolish venture, it seems to 
me, that any person should go beyond the 
break water, said City Engineer Artingstall 
after he had left the tug Morford. ‘ The ice 
was strong enough to hold a person, but to go 
beyond the break water seems to me a hazard- 
ous undertaking. A wind is likely to spring 
up at any moment, and it is a well-known 
fact that should it be trom the west the ice 
will flow from the shore.“ 

On the Lookout All Day. 

Capt. Frank Fountain was on the lookout 
all day for shifting ice, anticipating just such 
an occurrence as took place, The smoke and 
haze cut off a good part of the lake and at the 
time the floe took the skaters out the crib was 
invisible and a large part of the ice be- 
tween it and the Government Pier as well. 
Capt. Fountain called up the Dunham Tow- 
ing company and told the situation. Then he 
called for Joseph O'Toole, an assistant, and 
put off into the river in a small boat. Round. 
ing the breakwater at the mouth of the river, 
they put south as far as the gap between the 
breakwater and the government pier. It was 
a cold, hard pull. When they reached the 
edge of the floe the last skater had been 
saved, as described, 

The wind was west-so’-west,” said Capt. 
Fountain, and a large body of ice was mov. 
ing slowly out from shore, The wind had 
freshened a bit suddenly and that caused the 
trouble. I have been keeping a sharp look- 
out all winter for just such occurrences as 
this. There are a lot of men skating off there 
now to the northeast of the mouth of the 
river. 

As soon as the Dunham company was noti- 
fied the skaters were in danger the tugs Mor- 
ford and the Spencer were sent out. They 
took about the same course as that taken by 
Capt. Fountain and his créw of one man, 
The tugs went to the edge of the ice floe just 
outside of the gap, between the great break- 
waters. Then one of them put about and the 
other ran out towards the crib to make sure 
that there were no skaters in danger further 
out. 

But the Skaters Kept at It. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the story of 
the boys on the ice floe spread with great 
rapidity, often in greatly exaggerated form, 
skaters kept on with their sports all along the 
lake front to their imminent danger, and that, 
too, with the ice booming and cracking under 
their feet. At Twenty-fifth street the ice ex- 
tended out amile and was several inches 
thick to the water's edge, which 
marked the line where during the night 
a floe had broken off and drifted 
away. Under the influence of the thaw and 
a strong west wind the ice was continually 
cracking. In some places the water came up 
through the craces and made the ice slushy. 
At 4 o'clock a crowd of boys, some of whom 
acted as if they never had on a pair of skates 
before, were playing tag. The ice frequent- 
ly cracked beneath their feet, but 
they played on unheeding the danger. 
At Thirty-first street, though the crowd was 
large, there were not as many skating as 
fartger north. The ite was cracked and broken 
in many places, and looked as if a floe might 
crack off and drift out into the lake at any 
moment,

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SETTLES WITH COLBY 


OITY OOMPROMISES THE OLD SUT 
OVER THE GAGE FARM. 


After Many Years of Litigation There Is 
an Agreement Which Takes the Matter 
Out of Court History of the Litigation 
and How It Has Geen Decided Fre- 
viously=Bill Proposed te Settle the 
Powers of the ‘County Board President 
Will Be Introduced at Onee. 


Judge Windes yesterday decided a suit in 
which the city’s title to sixty-five acres of 
land in Riverside is involved, The decree 
was the result of a compromise between the 
city and Charles Colby of New York, which 
was agreed upon after long negotiations and 
ratified by the Finance committee and the 
City Council a few months since, While the 
decree confirms the title to the sixty-five acre 
tract in Mr. Colby, the latter has quit-claimed 
to the city an undivided half interest in the 
same. 

In 1873 David A. Gin. the defaulting City 
Treasurer, turned over to the city among 
other securities 350 bonds of the Chicago 
and Great Western railroad company. These, 
together with other bonds, were secured by a 
mortgage to John A. Jewett, covering the 
farm in question together with other prop- 
erty. The trust deed provided that the bonds 
numbered from 1 to 100 should have a pref- 
} erence over all the others. The city’s bonds 
were unpreferred ones, 

In 1874 Walter L. Peck and others, as 

owners of the first 100 bonds, commenced a 
suit to foreclose the trust deed. The city was 
a defendant and contested the claim of pri- 
ority of the bonds held by the Pecks and aus- 
serted other rights toa portion of the prop- 
erty covered by the trust deed. The city was 
defeated in all these claims by a decree of the 
Circuit Court rendered in 1877, and the 
Pecks were held to be entitled to their pri- 


ori 

The city appealed to the Supreme Court in 
1878. During the pendency of this appeal 
the Pecks made a proposition of compromise 
with the city, which was accepted and carried 
out and pursuant to which the city dismissed 
its appeal to the Supreme Court. The fore- 
closure decree of 1 * Circuit Court was exe- 
cuted by a sale of the mortgaged property. 
The Pecks became the purchasers and deed 
to the city the property. In 1882 other a 
ties to the original foreclosure proceed- 
ings attacked the foreclosure decree by writ 
of error, which resulted in the reversal of the 
foreclosure decree, case was again 
heard in July, 1888. A mew decree of fore- 
closure and sale was entered in the Circuit 
Court, by which, however, the Pecks were 
again held to be entitled to their priority. 
The P Pecks did not bid in the property, but 
Charles D. Billings did, and he efterward as- 

rs chewy his certificate to Charles L. Colby, to 
whom a master’s deed was issued, 

In 1893 Colby filed a petition to establish 
his title under the burnt record act. On de- 
half of the city a cross petition was filed 
claiming the Pecks had made a secret assign- 
ment of all their rights in the premises to 
Colby; that Billings was only nominally the 
buyer at the master’s sale, but that he had acted 
on behalf of the Pecks or their assignee ; that 
Colby took the assignee with notice of the 
rights of the city. pon this right the — 
claimed, while the legal title to the prope 
was in Colby, he should be considered as 
ing it as trustee for the city. Each side Tk 
mitted a compromise was possible, and Judge 
Windes’ decree yesterday effects a settlement 
on that basis. 


VERDICT AGAINST THE LIBRABY BOARD 


Judge Dunne Says the Jury Award of Moss 
and Arnold Hold, Good. 

Judge Dunne overruled a motion for a new 
trial yesterday in the case of Moss & Arnold, 
contractors, -against the Publie Library 
Board and the city. The Judge decided the 
verdict obtained by the contractors for 850. 
000 for extras on the new Public Library 
must stand both as against the Library Board 
and the city. In the trial of the case the de- 
fendants did not deny the extra work for 
which the contractors claimed pay was done, 
but the Library Board and the city set up the 
claim the work was done in accordance with the 
originai contract and was provided for in the 
original specifications. When the jury found in 
favor of the contractors the defendants urged 
on the motion for a new trial that the extra 
work was done in accordance with a new con- 
tract between the board and Moss & Arnold 
and that the board had no right to order ex- 
tra work to the amount of many thousand 
doliars without advertising for new bids as 
provided for im the statutes. The court says 
the extra work for which the contractors 
claim pay in addition to the original contract 
was ordered in writing by the Secretary of 
the board and the original contract con- 
tained a clause permitting the board to ex- 


tend the official contract and order more 


work. The court finds also that the board 
was responsible for the delay of nearly a year 
in the completion of the foundations of the 
building and is therefore not entitled to a set- 
off on account of the $100 a day penalty im- 
posed upon the contractors for delay. 


TO DEFINE DUTIES OF BOARD PRESIDENT 


Legisiature Will Be Asked to Pass a Bill 
Regulating County Affairs. 

A bill will be presented to the Legislature 
which it is believed will end the fight between 
President Healy and members of the County 
Board who have opposed his administration. 
Senator Crawford will introduce the measure. 
It will give the President of the board the 
specific power of appointing all committees 
of the board, The board or Commissioners 
will confirm these committees as has 
been done by the rules under which 
the board has oparated for last 
several years. Senator Crawford’s measure 
allows the President to name the heads of 
the county institutions, but reserves the right 
of the board to reject these appointments if 
they are shown to be against interests of 
the public. The civil service clause will pro- 
vide for the retention of efficiént emplo}; és 
and will give each Commissioner an equal 
voice in the management of the employés of 
the county. President Healy has instructed 
the clerk of the board to issue a call fora 
meeting of the board tomorrow afternoon. 
He was at his office yesterday for the first 
time since his illness.

Resolution Is Favored, 

An important phase of the silver question 
was reached. today when the Reichstag de- 
clared in favor of the resolution submitted 
yesterday by Count von Mirbach, an agra- 
rian leader, summoning another internation- 
al conference on the currency question. Mir- 
bach’s resolution instructed the federal gov- 
ernments to issue invitations for an interna- 
tional monetary congress to take action for 
the rehabilitation of silver as a circulating 
medium. Previous to its adoption Count von 
Posadowsky-Wegne, Secretary of State for 
the Imperial Treasury, on behalf of the gov- 
ernment declared its sympathy with the ob- 
ject aimed at by the resolution. The motion 
which was submitted tothe Reichstag by Mir- 
bach had received the signatures of

ing Conservatives, National 
Ultra-montanes and members of other parties. 
Among the signers were to be found not only 
the names of professed bimetallists, but other 
members who have heretofore maintained a 
more or less neutral attitude on the question 
of bimetallism.

incorporated in the bill in order to enable the 
members of the Center party to claim that 
their votes are given for the measure 
for the sake of religion and mo- 
rality. The majority of the Catholic 
press, however, regard the action of the 
Centrists in agreeing to support the bill as a 
desertion of party principles, and declare that 
it will be condemned by the majority of Cath- 
olics of Germany. By winnmg over the fol- 
lowers of Lieber and Groeber, who number 
between thirty and forty, the government is 
sure to secure 240 votes for the measure, and 
this will give them a safe majority. What 
bargain the Centrists have made with the gov- 
ernment remains unknown. 

Invitation to Warships. 

Invitations will be issued by the govern- 
ment to all the maritime powers of Europe 
and America to send warships to take pert ia 
the naval display and the fétes which will 
take pace on the opening of the Baltic and 
North Sea Canal June 18. It is under- 
stood President Faure will accept the 
invitation to be sent to France. The 
Emperor is taking a keen interest 
in the opening of the new canal, It is ex- 
pected its opening will serve to bring back 
the waning prosperity of Lubeck, Dantzic, 
Stettin, and other German ports. The fétes 
will be on a grand scale and last several days. 

Emperor Is Indisposed. 

The Emperor was slightly indisposed today, 
Sut his trouble is nothing more than a cold. 
He, however, felt it necessary to cancel a re- 
ception which he had arranged to give today 
to a deputation of the Agriculturists’ Union. 

Archwologi«t Run Over. 

Prof. Ernest Curtius, LL. D., the well- 
known archzologist, has been run over by a 
sleigh and sustained severe injuries. As Prof. 
Curtius is 80 years of age fears are enter- 
tained that he may not survive his injuries.

GERMAN CAVALRYMAN AS AN ADMIRAL. 


Caprivi Heaves the Anchor and Has the 

5 Log Cast. 

Deutsche Woche Blau relates the following 
episode of the time when Caprivi was appoint- 
ed from a General in the cavalry to Vice- 
Admiral and chief for the German navy: His 
first journey of inspection was made to Kiel, 
where he was to examine several vessels of 
the navy. Dressed in the full uniform of a 
General of cavalry, he went on board an 
ironclad and was received with all the honor 
due to the ‘highest chief of the navy. To their 
astonishment the officers noticed the General 
wore lorg cavalry spurs. This would never 
do; he might meet with an accident, get 
fast in a coil of rope or fall 
down the narrow stairways. The vessel’s 
Commander summoned his courage and 
called the Admiral’s attention to the matter. 
An armorer was sent for and witha thong 
the spurs were drawn from the Admiral’s 
boots. Shortly afterward Caprivi was con- 
ducted to the bridge and the commander in- 
quired if it pleased his Excellency to order 
the anchor raised. Without understanding 
what the commander meant Caprivi an- 
swered: “ Why, certainly, certainly.“ when 
to his surprise, the anchor was taken on board, 
the machinery started, and the vessel moved 
down the harbor, A bell struck and the officer 
of the deck appeared, saluted,and reported: 

% Your Excellency, I have to report eight 
bells. 

„Thank you very much.“ answered Ca- 
privi, wondering what the officer meant. An- 
other officer appeared and inquired: 

„Does your Excellency permit that we rake 
the fires?’’ 

(Here was al stunner, and Caprivi finding 
it impossible to understand what was meant 
by these and other questions requested the 
commander to explain and answer them for 
him. 

Six months later Caprivi made another in- 
spection, and in the meantime had studied 
several books on nautical subjects. Arriving 
on board he told the commander that he 
wished to see the midshipmen throwing the 
log.

INTENSE SUFFERING IS OAUSED BY 
THE EXTREME OOLD,

Lonpox, Feb. 16.—The continued cold 
weather in Great Britain is having a most 
serious effect in all parts of the country. 
Aside from the suffering involved the low 
temperature has caused a practical standstill 
of all horse training operations and hunting 
during the last six weeks. A number of im- 
portant race meetings, including the big 
military steeplechase at Sanddown Park fixed 
for yesterday and the Manchester February 
meeting, had to be entirely abandoned. One 
distressing feature of the season is that fully 
two-thirds of the houses in London are en- 
tirely without theit usual water supply in 
consequence of the freezing of the water. 

Blizzard Looked For, 

An extraordinary scene was witnessed 
Wednesday in front of the Mansion House, 
the official residence of the Lord Mayor, in 
connection with the intensely cold weather, 
A large number of persons gathered there in 
consequence of the circulation of a false re- 
port that the Lord Mayor had issued a 
proclamation warning the citizens of London 
of the near approach of a furious blizzard 
which would impede all traffic and et use a 
cessation of business. It was aleo reported 
that the proclamation urged the people to 
provide themselves with a full stock of pro- 
visions for three days in order to be prepared 
for any emergency and also warned all citi- 
zens to be within the doors of their residences 
before midnight Thursday in order to escape 
being overtaken by the elements. 

ö Royalty on Skates. 

Skaters, however, in England have never 
had such an excellent opportunity for indulg- 
ing in sport on the ice, and the lakes and 
ponds, all of which are frozen over, are 
cr6wded day and night. The interest of so- 
ciety has centered in the Dutch skating par- 
ties, which have been held on the lake in 
Buckingham Palace Gardens, and at which 
the Prince of Wales and his unmarried daugh- 
ters, the Frincesses Victoria and Maud; the 
Duke and Duchess of York, Princess Henry 
of York, Princé Henry of Pless, who is a 


beautiful skater; Lord Marcus Beresford, Sir 


Francis Edmund, George Astley-Corbett, son 
of the Prince of Wales’ friend, Sir John Dug- 
dale Astley, the noted patron of sports, and 
numbers of other prominent persons were in 
daily attendance. Hockey matches on the 
ice, beginning at 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
and lasting until 5 o’clock, when tea and other 
hot drinks were served, have been the features 
of these parties. The most notable 
match was played Thursday afternoon 
between teams captained by the Prince 
of Wales and Franvis Mildmay, M. P., the 
side captained by the Prince Winning by a 
score of 8 to 5. On 
Princess of Wales was also present and took 
great interest in the game, Theroyal women 
and their party paid no heed whatever to the 
intensely cold weather which prevailed, the 
mercury being 4* below zero. The Queen, 
who is coming to London Monday from the 
Isle of Wight, has issued orders that certain 
members of her court shall be invited ‘to 
witness the sports on the Buckingham Palace 
Garden’s lake and has announced that she 
herself intends to witness them. 


Anti-Gambling League. 


The proceedings which the Anti-Gambling 
League have instituted against the Jockey 
club at Newmarket, for keeping an alleged 
gambling ring, have been in progress during 
the last week and have been generally con- 
demned by all persons interested in sporting. 
John Hawke, who is at the head of the league, 
is the English representative of Messrs. M. 8. 
Jaffrey & Co. of New York. Among the 
members of the Jockey club are the Prince 
of Wales, the Duke of Saxe-Coburg Gotha, 
the Duke of Connaught, the Duke of York, 
and Prince Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, 
the King of Belgium, and the Grand Duke 
Viadimir of Russia are honorary members.

BUILDING LARGER VESSELS OF WAR. 


England and France to Construct Battle- 
ships on American Pattern« 

Lonpon, Feb. 16.—The British and French 
have taken alarm at the splendid perform- 
ance of America’s two new triple-serew 
cruisers, the Columbia and the Minneapolis, 
and areaboutto pay America the compli- 
ment of building vessels of this type and even 
endeavoring to improve upon the originals. 
The British naval program for this year in- 
cludes the construction of four improved 
Blenheims, the Blenheim being a sister ship 
tothe armored cruiser Blake, which took 
part in our naval review in 1893. The 
French naval authorities are also about to 
build two “ Croiseurs Corsaire.“ These are 
intended as answers to the American Pi. 
rates,” as vessels of the Columbia 
class have come to be known, in spite 
of the efforts of the American Navy Depart- 
ment to prevent the name from sticking. The 
French vessels are to have triple screws, to 
be of a displacement of from 8.500 to 8,800 
tons, with 26,000 horse-power, which it is 
estimated will give them a speed of 23 knots, 
which is about the maximum attained by the 
American commerce destroyers. The British 
vessels will be smaller than the French craft, 
about 26 feet shorter, and with 1,000 less 
horse-power, and the calculated speed is 22 
knots, 

Since the naval action fought off the mouth 
of the Yalu River between the Chinese and 
Japanese fleets, during which several ships 
were disabled and thrown out of action by 
serious fires on board, the question of dis- 
pensing with wood in war vessels has received 
much attention at home and abroad. The 
German Admiralty has convened a board to 
find some proper substitute for wood; in the 


‘meantime the use of wood on their ships has 
‘ceased altogether, even the furgiture being 


made of iron, and cork being used where a non- 
conductor is absolutely necessary, The En- 
glish have not yet taken any definite action, 
but are casting about for some substitute for 
wood. The French have, for a long time, 
used a minimum of wood and in alt foreign 
ships less wood has probably been used than 
in those of our service. 

The problem is not an easy one. While 
there isno doubt the abolition of all com- 
bustible material will adi to the fighting 
efficiency of ships of war, itis equally sure 
that if this were done they would bo

are trying to produce an artificial wood. 
Manufacturors of fireproof paints and liquids 
have given some very successful exhibitions 
of their wares. Surface protection of wood, 
however, is insufficient and of no avail when 
the wood becomes splintered by a hailstorm 
of small projectiles.

Wilde’s new play, entitled The Impor- 
tance of Being in Earnest,” bad a successful 
premiere at the St. James Theater Thursday 
night. It proved to be a rattling farce, in 
which London’s premier joker threw all 
dramatic theories, as propounded by himself, 
to the winds, writing anyhow as to the story, 
which was of the scantiest character, and fill- 
ing the situations with Wildeisms.

In the 
latter play Miss Elliott Page, an American, 
mude her début and achieved a pronounced 
success. 

Sarah Bernhardt produced Sudermann’s

in Paris Wednesday. The play was an enor- 
mous success. The theater was crowded with 
Germans, who warmly cheered Mme. Bern- 
hardt for her magnificent performance, 

Henry Irving quite recently delivered a pro- 
nunciamento in favor of State aided amuse- 
ments which started a more or less vigorous de- 
bate upon the subject, to whicha most animat- 
ing inspiration has been given by the Times, the 
editor of which has had prepared a dill for 
Parliament upon the subject. Avoiding the 
question whether private, initiative, or pa- 
ternal government in matters of amusement 
ia the better, the bill boldly sete out that the 
London County Council “ may, out of its 
consolidated funds,’’ establish a municipal 
theater or provide moneys to aid or support 
the maintenance of any existing theater in 
the admi nistrative county of London. 

In other parts of Engiand, any stage- 
play or dramatic representation or entertain- 
ment in the nature of a dramatic entertain- 
ment may be subsidized out of the rates. 
The amusements apart from theaters in- 
cluded in the intention of the author of the 
billare: Cricket, football, or-any game of 
ball, dancing, music, including vocal and in- 
strumental concerts, recitations (without 
dramatic or scenic accessories), and games, 
excluding games of chance or where dice are 
involved.“ 

It is somewhat curious that the author of 
this measure, who is a firm believer in the 
educational ad vantage of amusements, should 
have omitted that favorite one of the country 
people—the circus.

CZAROWITZ Is EXPECTED TO DIE, 


Grand Duke George of Russia Said to Be 
in a Critical Condition. 

Lonpon, Feb. 16.—A special dispatch from 
St. Petersburg, published here this afternoon, 
says bad news bas been received again as to 
the health of the Czarowitz, Grand Duke 
George, the brother of the present Czar Nich- 
olas and second son of Czar Alexander III. 
The Czarowitz, whois suffering from pulmo- 
nary trouble, is passing the winter at the im- 
perial residence at Livadia, in the Crimea, 
his physicians having deemed it impossible 
for him to stand the rigorous weather of 
Northern Russia. The exceedingly low tem-

Race War Arises Over Public Schools at 
Uvalde. 

San Awronto, Tex., Feb. 16.—A race war 
that is attracting much attention in South- 
west Texas is in progress at Uvalde, the coun- 
ty seat of Uvalde County, west of here, be- 
tween the American and Merican patrons of 
the public schools. The American citizens 
are indignant because the School Trustees 
pemit the Mexican children to attend the 
same schools with their children and many of 
the latter have been taken out of school on 
that account.

MEN PUT TO TORTURE | 


TERRIBLE TALE OF ORUELTY OOMES 
FROM FAR HAWAII 


San Francisco “ Call” Prints a Story to the 
Effect That Capt. Davies of the Waiman- 
ole Was Strung Up by the Thumbs and 
Forced Inte a Confession of Treason= 
Twice Do the Inquisitors Treat the 
Man in Inhuman Fashion—Ancther 
Victim Immersed in Ice Water. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 16.—The Call 
prints the following from Honolulu: The 
success of the Government of Hawaii in con- 
ducting its treason cases was due to the in- 
criminating evidence given by Capt. William 
Davies of the steamer Waimanolo. 

The manner in which the sworn statement 
was wrung from Davies is interesting as 
showing the peculiar process at present exist- 
ing in Hawaiian Islands. Davies and his 
mate, Knudson, were arrested on the morn- 
ing of Jan. 5. Knudson made a confession, 
telling what little he knew. Davies, who is an 
American citizen, refused any information 
and while protesting his innocence demanded 
an interview with the United States Minister. 
This was refused. Davies was then taken 

nto the prison yard, where he was shown two 

ring bolts in the wall above his head. The 
uniformed inquisitors of the government 

then gave the Captain to understand that if a 

complete confession was not forthcoming he 

would be struag up by the thumbs. 
Tells of Horrible Torture. 

Davies did not flinch, but determined 
that if the American Minister could come, the 
Consul-General should be informed that he 


was an American citizen and wished to see 


him. His protest was ia vain. His 
legs were bound below the knees 
and his thumbs were lashed with 
whipcord to the bolts. A cord was placed be- 
low him, so that the unfortunate’s toes just 
touched it. Davies was stripped to the waist, 
while Marshal Hitcheoc:, Attorney-General 
Smith, and Surgeon Cooper, with a stenogra- 
pher, awaited the statement which they be- 
lieved would be forthcommg. They were mis- 
taken. Davies would not weaken. Sweat 
oozed from every pore. The man begged a 
drop of water to cool the thirst that consumed 
him. The tendons of the victim's limbs 
stood out like strands of rope; blood vessels 
knotted on his arms and legs, swelling as if 
ready to burst with congested blood, re- 
strained in its course by his ab- 
normal position. His tormentors urged 
him to implicate all knuwn to be politically 
opposed to their methods, without avail. Da- 
vies refused to surrender the secret he had 
sworn to protect. Atlast, when it was ap- 
parent by his respiration that it would be im- 
possible to hold out longer, nature suc- 
cumbed and Davies, cursing the fiends who 
were torturing him, fainted. 
Bound Up Again. 

„Dr. Cooper used salts of ammonia to re- 
vive the Captain, who had passed into the 
painless realms of unconsciousne ss. As soon 
as he revived two negro convicts suspended 
him again by the thumbs, This inhuman 
operation was begun at noon and it was 6 
o'clock in the eveumg before Davies, more 
dead than alive, made the statement that res- 
pited him from the inhuman barbarity of 
his persecutors, 

Another case of torture was brought to 
light in military inquiry. A young native, 
who was known to be intimate with Carl 
Wideman, was handcuffed, Then, with a re- 
finement of cruelty which would shock a 
Persian satrap, he was placed in a tank of 
ice cold water. He was kept there until-cir- 
culation of the blood in his extremities had 
almost ceased, and Dr. Cooper. who appears 
in the unenviable light of an archinquisitor, 
declared that action of the heart was almost 
suspended. The Chief of Police, Marshal 
Hitchcock, had the young Kanaka taken from 
the tank, and after being restored from his 
condition of semi-consciousness the torture 
was administered again. Flesh and blood 
could stand such inhumanity no longer and 
the much-needed confession was given. 


THURSTON CONFERS WITH MR. GRESHAM, 


Hawaiian Minister Said to Be Interested in 
the Stay of Sentences. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 16.— Mr. Thurs- 
ton, the Hawaiian Minister, had a long inter- 
view with Secretary Gresham today. It is 
surmised that he was consulting the Secretary 
relative to the application made by United 
States Minister Willis to the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment for a stay of sentence and copies of 
the records of the military commission in the 
cases of Gulick and other alleged American 
citizens who were sentenced to death for par- 
ticipation in the rebellion. 


JOINT COMMISSION ON BERING SEA. 


New Pian to Secure Complete Protection 
of the Seals. 

Wasurnerox, D. C., Feb. 16,—Important 
action upon the seal fisheries of the Bering 
Sea was taken today by the House Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means. It was agreed to 
authorize the President to invite the Govern- 
ments of Gréat Britain, Russia, and Japan to 
unite with tne United States in sending a 
joint commission to investigate the seal fish- 
eries of the North Pacific and Bering Sea. 
The President will be authorized to arrange a 
modus vivendi with these powers for the pro- 
tection of these seals until the report of the 
commission has been made and acted upon. 
The Secretary of the Treasury will be em- 
powered to take steps to kill the seals under 
the terms of the Dingley bill in case these na- 
tions refuse to join with the United States in 
an investigation. 

The plan which the committee agreed upon 
was recommended by Assistant Secretary 
Hamlin of the Treasury Department, who 
visited the Alaskan waters last year and 
looked into the seal interests there, and by 
Chairman Wilson of the committee 
Each government decides to become 
a party of the agreement will be invited to 
designate three Commissioners and to ar- 
range that the commission shali begin its 
work without delay. There has been much 
discussion in the committee of the propriety 
of reopening the seal question in view of the 
regulations adopted as a result of the findings 
of the Paris tribunal, and the question was ad- 
mitted to be one which afforded grounds for 
a difference of opinion. 

The members were unanimously of the 
opinion that the regulations had fallen far 
short of accomplishing their purpose, and t 
was contended that Great Britain could have 
no reason for dissatisfaction if representa tions 
are made to her that the speedy extermina- 
tion of the seal herd is inevitable unless fur- 
ther measures of protection shall be adopted, 
and if she is invited to codperate with the 
other governments which are interested in the 
seal inquiry. The committee takes the view 
that rules should be adopted to govern seal 
fishing in all the Northern waters; those 
under the jurisdiction of Russia and Japan, as 
well of those of Great Britain and the United 
States.

GROWTH OF THE TELEGRAPH BUSINESS, } 


Great Britain Furnishes More Messages 
; than Any Other Country. 

Recently France has published a statistical 
work on the progress of the world’s tele- 
graphs. The flest line was opened in Ger- 
many in 1833. England came four years 
later with lines between Euston and Camden | 
town on the London and Northwestern Rail- | 
road, and between Paddimgton and West 
Drayton on the Great Western Line. In the 
United States a line was opened in 1844, and 
in succession came Belgium, Austria, Italy, 
France, Netherlands, Sweden, Russia, Den- 
mark, Norway, and Spain. In the year 1870 
the smallest number of telegrams were for- 
warded bs Norway—466,700—and the largest 
number by Great Britain—9,350,000. The 
United States came second with 9,157,646, 
and Germany third with 8,207,800. Twenty- 
four years later Norway still had the smallest 
number with 1,649,544; Germany, 31,175, 
100; the United States, 62,387,298; Great 
Britain, 69,908,600.

Eatlier in 
the day the $300,000 had been fixed upon as. 
the limit of expenditures for the building dur- 
ing the next fiscal year. but Senator Cullom 
convinced the Treasury officiais that $400,000 
would not be a penny too much and carried 
his point. So far as temporary accommoda- 
tions were concerned no specific recommen- 
dation was made by the Secretary of the Treas-

Lou can safely inform the readers of Tux 
Trrecunz,” said one of the Republican leaders 
of the Senate today, that the pooling bill 
is dead, It never should have been pressed 
at the short session, anyway.

GOLD RECEIPTS ON THE INCREASE, 


Positive Denial That There Is a Premium 
on the Yellow Coin. 


New Yorx, Feb, 16.— [Special.] — The re- 
ceipts of gold at the Subtreasury this week 
were $4,730,741, and at the assay office 
$6,065,000, a total of $10,795,741. Russell 
Sage said today of his withdrawal of $550,- 
000 gold from the Subtreasury: 2 
withdrew it in the ordinary course of business 
in handling certain interests which are not a 
public affalr.“ Mr. Sage added he had sold 
no gold nor had any connection with the re- 
cent deposit of $1,000,000 in gold bars. 
He is not a member of the syndicate, 
but looks upon its transactions as a public 
spirited citizen, and hopes it will be success- 
ful in its efforts. Today $830,000 gold was 
deposited at the Subtreasury on bond ac- 
count. The Subtreasury also gained $200,- 
000 yesterday on another account, which in 
part offset withdrawals amounting to 8665,

It was reported this morning that no mem- 
ber of the syndicate would knowingly buy 
gold from Mr. Sage directly or indirectly that 
was taken out of the Subtreasury for sale at 
a premium. J. Pierpont Morgan denied 
there was a premium on gold, and said he 
thought a great deal too much fuss was 
being made of Mr. Sage’s alleged trans- 
actions. Other bankers also said it was 
absurd to say that gold was at a premium. 
The public can obtain gold from the Treas. 
ury at par in exchange for other currency, 
and as long as this is so there can be no real 
premium on gold. The syndicate will not 
take gold from the Subtreasury and therefore 

ys an advance in obtaining it elsewhere. 

ne of the good results of this condition is 
that hoarded gold is being brought out. 
report from Baltimore stated that $1,000,- 
000 of the new bonds had been bid for bya 
syndicate there and that only $100,000 had 
been aliotted at about 1084. No credence 
was given the statement as to the price. 

The syadicate managers, it is said,have sold 
$30,000,000 of the new bonds, that is, all 
that are to be sold in this countty, at about 
111.70, or on a basis of 834 per cent.

BONDS OF THE 1870 REFUNDING ACT, 


Report Tonching the Kind of Moneys Re- 
ceived Therefor. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 16.—Replying to 
a resolution of the Senate of the Gth inst, as 
tothe kind of moneys received in exchange 
for the United States bonds issued under the 
refunding act of 1870 the Secretary of the 
Treasury today sent a statement to the Vice- 
President showing that there were sold 
500.000.000 worth of 5 per cent 
bonds of 1881, $185,000,000 4% per 
cent bonds of 1891, and $710,345,- 
950 4 per cent consoles of 1907; total, 
$1,895,.349.950. Tre roceeds of these 
bonds were paid into the Treasury in United 
States gold coin, gold certificates, calied 
bonds, past due coin coupons, and in some in- 
stunces uncalied 5.20 bonds subject to call.

tne primary election Wednesday they need have 
no fear of violating the primary election law; 
that the Supreme Court has decided it is un- 
constitutional. Judges and elerks who take 
this advice, it is intimated by reliable people, 
are in danger of getting into trouble. The 
Supreme Court, it is pointed out, has not 
rendered any such decision. It held in 
the case of Schiel against the city an election 
judge or clerk could not be compelled to 
serve at a primary, and if he did serve it was 
purely voluntary. It also heid that judges’ 
and cierks serving at primary elections could 
not be paid from the public treasury. This, 
in substance, covers the whole of the decision 
of the Supreme Court, and any judge or clerk 
who violates the primary election law is lia- 
ble to suffer the penalty. 

It might be well for those judges and clerks 
who are now contemplating counting in cer- 
tain delegate tickets whether they have a ma- 
jority of votes or notto know the following 
provision of the primary election law: 

Any person violating the provisions of this act 
shall. on corfviction thereof, be fined in any sum 
not less than $100 nor more than $500, or im- 
prisonment in the county jail not less than three 
nor more than six months, or both, in the discre- 
tion of the court. 

Arrangements have already been made in 
several of the wards where it is expected out- 
rages will be perpetrated and where it is be- 
lieved it is the intention to count the votes 
fraudulently, to collect the evidence against 
the violators of the law and present it to the 
grand juty. A good lawyer who is thoroughly 
acquainted with the election machinery 
election laws made the statement yesterday 
that any judg? or clerk who served at Wednes- 
day’s primaries and violated the law could be 
punished notwithstanding the decision of sev- 
eral wise committeemen that the law is un- 
constitutional, 

Judges avd Clerks Not Sworn In. 

The conimittecmen who make the point 
that the law ie unconstitutional give their 
judges and clerks what they think is an addi- 
tional safeguard against punishmeat in case 
it should develop their decision is wrong, It 
ie this: None of the judges andclerks who 
have recently been appointed by that EHleo- 
tion Commissioners have taken the oath of 
office. The committeemen claim the mere 
fact these men have not been confirmed will 
relieve them from any responsibility if they 
violate the law, and in some instances they 
have been able to screw the courage of their 


judges and clerks up to a point where they | 


are ready to do anything to win. : 
Around political resorts one frequently 
hears the remark that this or that committee- 
man will bringin hia delegation because he 
has the judges. and clerks, In some wards 
there will be no contest simply for the reason 
the people do not believe that they will get a 
fair count, and that it is useless to try. his 
is regarded as a great mistake, as it is de. 
lieved if the peopie will force the issue and 
make the fight and insist on un honest count 
that if they do not win they can send the 
jndges and clerks who violate the law to jail. 
Some Republicans are a little shaky about 
the Fifth Ward, where Ernst Magerstadt has 
control of the organization, and say there is no 
use in making a fight. This may or not be 
well founded. In the Sixth Ward there is 
every reason to believe it ia the inten ion of 
County Committeeman James Hogan and 
City Committeeman J. Murphy to land 
their delegations for the city and town con- 
ventions. The accompanying map shows how 
the ward has been gerrymandered. The poll- 
ing place for the Third District is not pub- 
lisned in the call and the polling place for the 
Second District is located at No. 3801 
Laurel street in the midst of a lot of lumber 
piles and at a point extremely difficult to 
reach. It is away from the residence portion 
of the district. In the First District the poll 
ing place is in Hogan’s brother’s livery 
stable. ‘The judges and clerks are all Hogan 
men, and the program seems to be to select a 
Hogan delegation to the city convention and 
a delegation to the town convention that will 
vote for Hogan for South Town Collector. 


Gerry mandering Is Denounced, 


The Republicans of the Twelfth Ward 
are indignant over the bossism assumed by 
George Williams and City Committeeman 
Charles Nagl. It is understood they have 
agreed to deliver the people of that ward to 
Strassheim. Williams has been in politics 
before and was turned down by the people of 
the Twelfth Ward some years ago, He was 
at one time West Town Assessor and he be- 
came so conspicuous as a boss that the people 
relegated him to obscurity. Ho has again 
bobbed up and while he is not the City com- 
mitteeman he is favored by Charies Nagl, at 
one time an employé of the West Chicago 
Street railway company. In the Tenth Pri- 
mary District, where it was known the people 
were against Strassheim, Nagl rryman- 
dered the ward by placing the polling place 
as remotely as possible from the voting pop- 
ulation. e placed it adjacent to the street 
car barns, away out near Crawford avenue. 

Committeeman Chott of the Nineteenth 
Ward has been severely denounced by the 
Republican organization for the gerrymander 
of that ward and the general manipulation he 
has undertaken. He did not even think it 
necessary to publish the names of the clerks 
he had selected. At a meeting of the ward 
club Friday evening, which was one of the 
largest ever held in the ward, Chott was de- 
nounced by all the speakers. 

While it is feared by some that the people 
will not get a fair count of their votes in the 
Thirtieth Ward, no one believes the Deneen 
faction, which isin control, will countenance 
violations of the law. r. Deneen hae a 
reputation for fairness. A desperate fight 
will take place. to secure the delegation. .

RECEIVER FOR. BREWING OOMPAWY. 


Volney 8. Becker Takes Charge of the 
Obermann Milwaukee Plant. 


Mitwavxer, Wis., Feb. 16.—[Special.]— 
Upon application of. Alfred James, trustee of 
the bondholders of the Obermann Brewing 
company, Judge Johnson today appoluted 
Volney S. Becker receiver of the company. 
The receiver is appointed as the company 
was unable to pay a batch of matured bonds. 
The company did not have enough money to 
run the brewery with and threatened to close 
up. This would depreciate the value of the 
property. The Marine Bank holds $120,000 
of the Obermann bends. Seventeen of 
these bonds, for $1,000 each, matured 
recently and payment was refused. 
The amount of these bonds outstanding 
is $160,000. The Obermann company as- 
signed to Herman P. Obermann duly 25, 
18938, and at that time owed the Marine Bank 
$188.500. A settlement was reached early 
in 1894 and the property transferred back to 
the Obermanns. Since that time the brewing 
company has been getting behind. The value 
of tne stock of beer, malt, and the like has de- 
preciated $10,000 in this time and the in- 
debtedness has increased $25,000. There is 
a mortgage prior to that of the bondholders, 
which is tor $30.000, and a debt of $15,000 
which the company could not pay will become 
due March 1. The property is valued at 
$500,000 and the liabilitics are over $265,- 
600. George J. Obermann. President, has 
made a voluntary assignment to J. S. Gel- 
lerup. The receiver will continue to operate 


the plant. 
PASSENGER TRAIN PULLED APART. 


Peculiar Accident on the Chicago and 
‘Eastern Tilinoti« Rallroad. 

The Oakdale accommodation on the Chica- 
go and Eastern IIIinois railroad, due at the 
Dearborn Street Station at 8:30 a. m., met 
with a peculiar accident yesterday morning. 
The train had stopped at Root. street for the 
Stock-Larde tracks crossing. On pulling 
ahead the train parted between the 
fifth and sixth coaches, the drawbar 
and back platform of the fifth coach 
remaining with the cars left behind.

OHIEF OF INCOME TAX BUREAU 
HOLDS DAILY REOEPTIONS. 


He Is Asked Many Questions About Unde- 
‘cided Points of the New Law Winaings 


and Lesings on the Board of Trade Are 


Subject to Tax and Deduction, but How 
About Winnings and Losing: Over 
Cards = Mr. Spangler Says People WIII- 
ingly Walk Up to His Desk. 


R. E. Spangler has undoubtedly had more | 


wealthy and influential callers in the last 
week than any other Chicagoan. He has held 
daily receptions and his guests have averaged 
500 on each occasion. Almost every one of 
them has an annual income ex i 
$4,000. 

Mr. Spangler is the new chief of the Income 
Tax Department in the office of W. J. Mize, 
United States Collector of Internal Revenue. 
He sits at a wide table near the entrance ‘to

the rooms on the second floor of the Govern- 
ment Building. In front of him at other 
tables are twelve clerks, all of them busy, 
sending out blanks, filing schedules, and 
answering questions. 

Mr. Spangler stopped telling a young 
woman in a sealskin cloak about her duty 
to the government long enough to explain 
something about the present status of the tax 
in Chicago. 

Four or five Chicago people have already 
paid their income tax. About 500 have com- 
pleted and handed in the schedules on which 
the tax is based, and at least ten times as 
mauy sets of blanks are now in the haands of 
probable taxpayers. 

Many of the questions asked by prospective 
taxpayers are unanswerabie by the local au- 
thorities and are sent directly to Washington 
for a ruling. 

I played the races yesterday, one man 
will say, for instance, and I won $6,000. 
Now, do I have to pay an income tax on that 
money? And if so, does the man who lost 
$6,000 get a corresponding deduction on his 
schedule? 

Hew About Faro Winnings? 

Already it has been decided that people 
who win money on Board of Trade or 
Stock Exchange speculations are sub. 
ject to be taxed for it, while the 
losers are entitled to a deduction. 
But suppose the money is won ur lost over a 
taro table? This question has actually arisen 
in the experience of the department. No 
ruling has yet been made on the point by the 
authorities at Washington, though it is not 
difficult to anticipate what it will be. Some 
people are anxious to know if a surplus 
earned in 1893 and distributed in 1804 is 
taxable. Others are undecided as to whether 
the payment of insurance premiums entitles 
them toa deduction under the head of ex- 
penses. In fact, the questions as yet unset- 
tled which have already arisen are almost in- 
numerable. They vary with the business and 
the other circumstances of the individual ap- 
plicants. 

One point in regard to which a general mis- 
apprehension seems to exist is the matter of 
exceptions. Individuals, under the law. are 
allowed $4,000 for living expenses, but no

such rule applies to corporations. As corpor- 
ations have no souls so the government con- 
siders that they have no bodies and therefore 
no occasion for household expenses. Every 
corporation which has made a profit of $1 
during the fiscal year of 1894 will be obliged 
to pay two cents into Uncle Sam's Treasury. 

It is astonishing,” said Chief Spangler,

Chicago Health Depiriment Thinks 
Should Investigats Slop- Feeding. 

It is the belief in the Chicago Health De- 
partment that Senator Morrison’s proposed 
committee to investigate slop-feeding of cat- 
tle cannot accomplish much in the way of 
results. 

“The proper thing to do,” said Commis- 
sioner Reynolds, would be to put the inves- 
tigation into the hands of the State Live Stock 
Commission and give the members some 
money to push the investigation along intel- 
hgent lines. There js not much slop-feeding 
in Chicugo, We have men out looking after 
the matter and when a man is caught feeding 
it to his cows he is arrested and fined.” 

The city ordinance covers only the feeding 
of slop to milch cows, but, if cattle of any 
kind were fed in large num bers to be fattened 
for the market, the feeding place would bo- 
come a nuisance and would be broken up by 
the Health Department. The brewery refuse, 
when properly dried, is said to be good food 
for cattle, but, if not thus preparéd, it is in- 
jurious. Many of the breweries now dry this 
sort of feed and send it in large quantities 
into the country districts. 

In the Milk Department at the City Hall 
Mr. Kennicott said women sometimes brought 
fat healthy children in and declared they had 
been brought up on milk from slop-fed 
cattle, 

**These children may be exceptions,” said 
Mr. Kennicott, but the rule holds the other 
way. Milkmen whom we have arrested for 
feeding their cows this food have made the 
defense that brewery slop is not forbidden by 
the ordinance, which reads like this: 

“No person or persons, firm, or corporation 
shall keep or havein his or her possession any 
slops or refuse of any distillery or vinegar fac- 
tory or any similar slops, mash, or refuse to feed 
the same to any milch cow or cows. Each day's 
failure to comply with this section shall subject 
the offender to a fine of not less than $25. 

Waile brewery slop is not specifically 
mentioned, the ordinance covers it and holds 
good in law.“ 

Over two years ago illness of children in 
Chicago was traced to slop-fed cows’ milk, 
Fume opinion was aroused and the milk ordi- 

ance was passed. It was found at the time 
there were dozens of small milk dealers who 
kept cows in filthy, ill-ventilated sheds and 
fed them on brewery refuse. The places were 
cleared out in sume instances and in others 
better conditions were secured for the cattle 
in stable room and food, The ordinance the 
Health Department has since generally ob- 
served, 

The only distillery running in Chicago is 
the Sbhufeldt concern, which feeds no cattle. 
The residue of its mash is strained, pressed, 
and dried and exported or sold to dairy farm- 
ers under the name of grano-gluten feed. It 
is said this product is wholesome and nutri- 
tious for cattle. The only place in this 
vicinity where cattle are being fed is at the 
Riverdale distillery, which has a capacity of 
feeding 800 a day. Elsewhere in the State, 
chiefly in Peoria and Pekin, the whisky trust 
is feeding 15,000 cattle daily, but. these, it is 
said, are destined for the beef market. There 
are no distillery siops to be had in Chicago 
to feed milch cows, 


MIGRATION SOCIETY IS FORMED, 


Ministers and Missionaries Have a Pian to 
Aid the Homeseekers, 

With a view to acquiring and publishing 
correct information regarding the parts of the 
country most desirable for home-seekers from 
the overcrowded cities a permanent migra- 
tion society was organized yesterday morning 
at a meeting held in the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association Building. The prime movers 
in the matter were clergymen and home mis- 
sionaries of various denominations, and the 
meeting consisted mainly of that element. R. 
F. Sulzer. traveling missionary, was elected 
President; the Rev. C. E. Morse, Vice-Presi- 
dent; R. R. Beam, President Board of Pub- 
lication, Secretary ; and the Rev. Walter He R. 
Reynolds, Treasurer. A Board of Directors 
was elected which includes E. Erskine Mc- 
Millan, the Rev. George Mitchell, J. W. 
Carr, ana the Rev. T. G. Atteberry. The or- 
ganization will have headquarters in Chica- 
go and branches in all the cities throughout 
the country. It will have correspondents in 
every habitable place in the United States, 
The purpose of the society is to utilize for the 
general benefit of all classes, and especially 
for those whose circumstances make them 
desirous of migrating to some more promis- 
ing part, the unrivalled facilities which clergy- 
men possess for finding out the actual facts 
concerning boomed' lands. 


BILL TO ASSESS THEIR STOCKS. 


It Is Introduced at Springfield for Buaild- 
ing and Loan Societies. 
The bill introduced in the State Assembly 
by Representative Buckner for the assess- 
ment of the stock of buildimg and loan 
societies is drawn in accordance with the 
wishes of the State Building Association 
League. Since the Supreme Court 
decided last October that the law 
exempting buildmg and loan associa- 
tions was unconstitutional, the friends 
of the societies have sought to prepare a bill 
that would work the least hardship. The 
resent measure was drawn by Mr. Early of 
kford, who, with Julius Stern of Chicago, 
attorney for the State league, presented the 
measure to the House Committee on Buildi 
and Loan Societies last Thursday. The bil 
provides that stock in building associations 
shall be regarded as personal property and 
be listed by individual stockholders as such. 
The holder of stock can thus offset debts 
against credits as other personal property.

NEW OLUB OF BOHEMIAN SPIRITS. 


It Comprises Devotees of Literature and 
Art and Is Called the Attie. 

It was Mr. Herbert S. Stone of the publish- 
ing house of Stone & Kimball who focused 
the idea that several people for some time 
had in mind of forming a club which should 
hring together congenial people engaged in 
literary and various other artistic pursuits.

An- 
other member presents the leading periodicals 
each month, and still another has had a 
piano placed in the temporary club-rooms. 

In accord with the ideas of the founders, 
that the organization should be permitted to 
develop naturally rather than be forced into 
taking any set direction, no Vice-President 
was named until the absence of the President 
made the need of such an officer evident, 
when Henry B. Fuller was elected. That the 
membership should be thoroughly con- 
genial the entire club votes for each 
member admitted, and the vote must be 


unanimous. The membership committee first 


passes upon a name, which then is presented 
to the club with such explanations and com- 
ments as are deemed deBirable. No one knows 
in advance that his or her name is to be pre- 
sented, When a name is passed upon favor- 
ably the one presenting it ascertains if tne 
person elected desires to become a member, 
and, if he does, informs him he has been 
elected.

GHAIRMAN GILES’ ADVIOE TO A 
OIVIO FEDERATION MBETING. 


Municipal Committees of the Ward Coun- 
cells Gather at the Great Northera=—Sug- 
gestions Made as to the Praper Way of 
Carrying Out the Objecis ofthe Organ- 
ig itions=—Reports Submitted Showing 
That Sidewalk Cleaning Cannot Be En- 
forced<Court Decisions Against It. 


An adjourned meeting of the municipal 
committees of all the ward councils of the 
Civic Federation was held yesterday after- 
noon at the Great Northern Hotel. There 
were present sixty persons, among whom 
were: W. A. Giles, J. B. Hobbs, H. H. Van 
Meter, Prof. E. W. Bemis, Prof. Ira W. Allen, 
W. J. Onabhan, Samuel Greeley, James P. 
Root, Dr. W. C. Willing, A. P. W. Skinner, 
James Reed, A. H. Ringland, F. M. Fox, T. 
L. Dodd, Albert H. Wolf, A. J. Nowlan, 
Charles Berguer, William J. Candlish, E. M. 
Thatcher, Miss Florence Smith, Mrs. A. E. 
Paul, Miss Ada Sweet, Ephraim Banning, and 
Harry M. Bates. W. A. Giles, Chairman of 
the Municipal committee of the Central Coun- 
cil, presided for awhile, and after him J. B. 
Hobbs. Mr. Giles, on taking the chair, spoke 


as follows: 

It is difficult to lay out a definite plan of work 
for the different wards. Theirs conditions vary, 
and the questions of public interest are change- 
abie. The main idea of the ward organization is 
that each should study its own conditions and 
needs so that they may be understood, and en- 
deavor to foster a vital and intelligent interest 
in the neighborhood. We should urgently rec- 
ommend that each committee make a special 
study of the important questions of our munici- 
pal government, such, for instance, as those of 
street cleaning and sanitation, the 1 of 
assessments, revenue, and expenditures, the 
questions ef practical politics. e ought to use 
our best.endeavors to increase a feeling of civic 
pride and a fulier and better appreciation and 
discharge of the great obligations and responsi- 
bilities of citizenship;to havea better knowl- 
edge of the laws governing our cities, and of the 
history and experience of other cities; and of the 
most advanced thoughts upon the social and 
economic problems relating to our rapidly con- 
gesting communities. 

For more definite work it is recommended: 

1. That the ward municipal committees look 
over the assessments and report any irregularities 
that may come to their knowledge, either of those 
that are too high or those that are tuo low. The 
assessment should be under our present system 
(which has been a disgrace to our city) about 
one-sixth of the actual cash value. These have 
varied from one-fifth to one-eighth orjone-tenth, 
and in many cases where there has been fraudu- 
lent collusion between the Assessor and taxpay- 
er the assessment has been much lower than this. 
The books are open for inspection early in June. 


Watch the Aldermen. 


2. Watch the City Council meetings, especially 
the course of your local Aldermen, upon the 
question of franchises and other important mat- 
ters relating to the present and future rights of 
the public. It is recommended that each ward 
committee by itself, or by uniting with commit- 
tees from one or more adjoining wards of sub- 
stantially the same interests, have a regular rep- 
resentative attend each Council meeti Such 
a representative should be a man of intelligence 
and judgment. Each committee should take one 
or more copies of the reports of the Council 
meetings. These may be had through your Alder 
man or through the City Clerk. 

8. Another important matter at the present 
time is that of the revision of some of our laws 
and new legisiation, notably a civil service law 
which should do away with or lessen the evils of 
our “spoils system.“ the bane of honest and effi- 
cient city government; a revision of our revenue 
and special assessment laws; a law in favor of 
more honest primary elections, and some modi- 
fications of our city charter relating to the ex- 
ecutive departments and to the Council; also, a 
law of general interest to the industrial world 
providing for arbitration and conciliation in the 
matter of labor difficulties and strikes. A synop- 
sis of the main features of these bills will at 
once be furnished, and copies of the bills them- 
selves will be sent to the Chairmen of the Ward 
Councils as soon as printed. The laws themselves, 
in most cases, embrace the old laws, and the 
changes will be found too long for general reading. 
Each ward committee should take steps not only 
to interest the public -but to have some member 
of each committee see personally their nearest 
Representatives at Springfield, or write them, 
soliciting their aid and influence in the Legisla- 
ture in securing the enactment of much-needed 
measures. It should be understood that the fed- 
eration is not responsible for — measures that 
pave not been formally approv and indorsed 

y it. 

An Eye to Scavenger Contracts. 


4. As soon as the contracts for cleaning 
alleys and streets are let in the spring iniorma- 
tion will be sent to ward committees and steps 
should be taken to see t the contracts are 
faithfully carried out by the contractors. Spe- 
cial suggestions will be made as to the garbage 
boxes, disposition of the refuse from stabies, etc. 
In some parts of our city these matters have been 
shamefully neglected, and have not only been a 
menace to public health but a disgrace to our 
city. Special attention should given to the 
scavenger service, and contractors and inspectors 
who have been guilty of neglect should not 
permitted to get their contracts or places an- 
other year. When these find that the citizens are 
interested and are organized to look after such 
matters they will be more careful and bids will 
not be made except at figures at which the work 
can be done in an efficient and satisfactory man- 
ner. It is recommended that each ward commit- 
tee should hold regular meetings at least once 
each month, and that reports of the work be 
made out in duplicate, one copy being sent to the 
President of the Ward Council and one to the 
Secretary of the Central Council, to be by him 
delivered to the Municipal committee of the 
Central Council, ana that there should be a 
meeting of all the Municipal committees with 
the Central committee on the secend Saturday of 
each month for reports and general discussion. 
This would be the Saturday before the regular 
monthly meeting of the Central Council. 

On motion of Mr. Eastman the meeting ad- 
vised the Central Council to appoint. a com- 
mittee of three to search the City Council 
records for the last year with a view of bring- 
ing out the record of each of the Aldermen in 
regard to franchises. 


Report on Sidewalk Cleaning. 


Mr. Greeley, from a committee appointed 
at the previous meeting to consider a letter 
from Albert Durkee on the subject of side- 
walk cleaning and vaults under the sidewalks, 
reported in part as follows“ 

With reference to the cleaning of sidewalks by 
the abutting N the Supreme 
Court has decided t the sidewalk in a city or 
village, being as much a highway free to the use 
of ali as the streets, a citizen or lot owner can- 
not be laid under obligation to keep it free from 
obstructions by snow in front of his property at 
his own expense either by the exercise of the 
— . — or by, fines and penalties imposed 

y ordinanceor by direct legislation. 

As to the question whether or not owners or 
occupants of lots who have built and maintained 
vaults under the sidewalks in front of their lots 
can be compelled to keep their sidewalks free 
from snow, ice, and dirt, as a part of the consid- 
eration for the use of public property for private 
uses, the ordinance on the subject is found in 
Arts. 2,609 to 2,614, Revised Ordinances of 1881. 
This ordinance forbids the construction of such 
vaults except by permit. and on condition of con- 
ate and maintaining the sidewalks over 
them. it provides that a fee of £5 shall be paid 
for a permit, and that it may be revoked for a 
breach of the condition. The property-owner is 
also held liable to the city for damages recovered 
for injuries. 


Decision of Supreme Court. 


The city authorities say no permit üs ever 
been issued under this — 4 and every one 
has been permitted to build these vaults at will. 
The Supreme Court has said, 68 III., p.47: A1. 
though no license from the city to 2 the vault 
is shown, on the other hand, no objection by the 
city is shown, either to the making of the vault, 
the mode of its construction. or the state of re- 
pair in which it has been kept; and situated as 
it is under the sidewalk of a public street, and 
for so great a length of time we cannot presume 
that those having charge of the streets under 
the authority of the city were ignorant ot its ex- 
istence, or of the respective rights and duties of 
the city and the owner of the property in re- 
lation to it. We rogard this acquiescence as a 
sufficient recognition by the city of the authority 
to construct and maintain a vault in a prudent 
“ careful ＋ 

n view this and other decisions it seems 
hardly Ieh that the city has the right to re- 
cover for public use the spaces under the side- 
walks, except for the most pressing necessities ; 
and the doing so would make a great hardship 
upon the owner and occupant of such vault, who 
have made costly improvements upon the im- 
pied promise that they should not be disturbed. 
Ve recommend Civic Federa- 
tion urge upon the authorities that 
in future no person shall be allowed 
to build or occupy a vauit under the sidewalk 
unless he has a permit, or unless he pays a 
ground rent and agrees to keen the sidewalk free 


from snow, ice, and all obstructions. 

Tne report was amended so as to recom- 
mend that the city should take steps at once 
to bring under its control in the same way all 
existing vauits, and was then accepted.

SATISFIED WITH THE REOBIVERS. 


Members of Whisky Trust Reorganization 
Committee Pleased with Conditions, 

Richard B. Hartshorne and 8. D. Rice of 
New York and W. D. Hutton of Cincinnati, 
members of the Reorganization committee of 
the whisky trust, came to Chicago yesterday 
and spent several hours in conference with 
John MeNulta, J. J. Mitchell, and T. F. La w- 
rence, the receivers who came home in the 
morning after a two days’ stay at Peoria. 
The object of the corference was to ascertain 
from the receivers the condition of the prop- 
erty for guidance in the reorganization proc- 
ess. The receivers presented a statement of 
assets and liabilities, the exact figures of 
which all the men concerned refused to give 
to inquirers who waited around until the 
meeting was over. It was understood, how. 
ever, that the trust was in even better shape 
than was supposed by the stockholders who 
charged that President Greenhut’s claim that 
it was insolvent were not justified. It was 
shown, it was said, hat the trust could com- 
mand a very large amount of ready money, 
and that its liabilities were much less than its 
assets. The receivers did not present com- 
plete inventories. , it was said, could 
not be finished for a short time, 

The committee did not outline its plan of 
reorganization save in a general way. It is said 
to include the payment of the bonds out- 
standing. There are $1,000,000 of these 
which were purchased by their present hold- 
ers and $2,500,000 in the hands of the 
Central Trust company of New York as se- 
curity for the payment of rebate certificates. 
The payment of the certificates which they 
secure will of course release those bonds, 
and they, under the plan, together 
with the $1,000,000 before mentioned to be 
purchased, will be immediately canceled and 
the mortgage wiped out. Asto the amount 
of the new stock capitalization, it is said there 
will likely be no change. 

We are greatly pleased with the conduct 
of the property by the receivers,” said one of 
the committee. They have conserved its 
interests in every way. But of course we de- 
sire to get the property out of court. The 
court no doubt shares this wish. It is impos- 
sible for receivers¢o handle so large a prop- 
erty so well as its stockholders could. Our 
plat. of reorganization will be submitted to 
the stockholders as soon as this can be done.“ 

Greenhut Ready for Trial. 

Ponta, III., Feb. 16,—[Special. —Presi- 
dent Greenhut returned this mornug from 
Chicago, where he had been for the last week, 
and this evening said he would appear before 
Judge Grosscup Monday morning and de- 
mand a trial of the contempt proceedings on 
their merits. He has spent nearly the entire 
week in Chicago, and while there engaged 
represent 
him. Mr. Walker, he said, had called on 
Levy Mayer and the other attorney directed 
to prepare the interrogatories day after day, 
and had always been put off.

Catholic Priest from Greeley County, 
Neb., Soliciting in Chicago, 

The Rev. Father Devosse of Greeley County, 

Neb., is the guest of the Rev. Father Cashman 

of St. Jarlath’s Church.

errand in Chicago is to obtain grain for the 


spring-time plantimmg and for the feeding of 
the stock belonging to the members of the 
Catholic colony in the county from which the 
priest comes. The colony is composed in the 
main of Irish Catholica and there are nearly 
400 families settled there. W. J. Onahau of 
Chicago was its Secretary for years. Of the 
colony, the country, and his mission to Chi- 
cago Father Devosse says: 

Greeley County is in Central Western Nebraska. 
There is no better crop-growing State in the 
Union than Nebraska. e had crops in plenty 
up to last year, and then the failure was caused 
by unusual conditions. Before this year the col- 
ony J represent was in a condition to respond to 
calls of assistance from others. The eastern 
part of the State is all right now. It has been 
longer settled and the people have set aside 
plenty to tide them overa crop failure should it 
occur. They succeeded in raising acrop this 
year. The failure in Greeley County was due to 
hot winds, which never appea 
there before. The average recipitation 
is twenty-four inches yearly. he people 
relying on past prosperity and good crop results 
went on improv their farms and in way 
spent their money. Then came the unexpected 
failure. They sold their cattle and hogs last fall 
for want of feed for them, and now the spring is 
coming on and the horses must be well fed for 
the piowing and the ground must be sown. 
We need corn, oats, and wheat. The weather 
conditions this winter give promise of a good 
harvest and with that these people can care for 
themselves. They do not need clothes nor food. 
The financial troubles of the whole country 
make it difficult to borrow money out there and 


that prevents the people from buying ‘their own 


seed. I want to impress the fact on people that 
this trouble is only temporary and that there is 
no better State than Nebraska for settlement. 1 
have secured several subscriptions of money.

A WARSHIP IN MINIATURE. 


An Ironclad Canalboat Found 
Navy of Holland. 

One of the oddest war vessels in the world 
belongs to Holland. Itis a canalboat, iron- 
clad, a perfect and completely equipped war- 
ship in miniature. To come upon it sudden 
as it lies alongside a big barracks in one of 
the canal streets of Rotterdam, tied up at a 
quay on which strut half a dozen little Dutch 
soldiers, almost as toy-like as the warship, 
produces the impression of looking into the 
window of a toy store set out with Christmas 
gifts for children. 

It ie about forty feet long and fifteen broad, 
and its upper deck is between three and four 
feet above the water line. Its general ap- 
pearance, says the New York Sun, is some- 
thing like of a Hudson River lighter. 
But though it looks so much like a toy at first 

lance, a close inspection shows that it was 

uilt for business, the there is a grim look 
about and black muzzles of guns peeping out 
of her little turrets and the machine guns in 
her tiny tops that commands one’s respect. 

Her sides and deck seem heavily armored, 
and there is nothing showing on her deck but 
the two little turrets, one fore and one aft. 
She has two tiny masts about 12 feet high, 
and a smokestack between them. Her bul- 
warks are not more than a foot and a half 
high, but as she is not likely to encounter 
any heavy ro!ling seas, and as any of her crew 
who might fall overboard could easily walk 
ashore anyhow, this seeming lack of usual 
safeguards doesn’t matter. In everything 
visible about her she is as spick and span as a 
line-of-battle ship, and the marine who paces 
magnificently four steps and a turn about its 
deck is as martial as though he trod the deck 
of the New York. Theeailors about its decks 
have many rows of bright brass buttons on 
the lapels, sleeves, and fronts of their jackets, 
which add to the toy-like appearance of the 
whole outfit. , 

A canalboat ironclad is a valuable part of 
the defensive armament of Holland, and 
would be very effective in some emergencies. 
The whole country is criss-crossed with canals 
only a few hundred yards apart, and about 
every street of every town, except Utrecht, 
has d canal running through the middle of 
it. The canals in the country are everywhere 
several feet higher than the surround mg land, 
and d warship in the canal or a regiment on

AN ALMOST EXTINOT BAOB. 


But Twelve Members Survive of a Once 
Powerfal Indian Tribe. 


Victoria letter in San Francisco Examiner:. 


A remnant of a once powerful and numerous 
Indian tribe has just been discovered by 
Franz Boaz near the head of Portland Canal. 
Dr. Boaz has devoted his life to the study of 
the Indian race in America. In the interest 
of the Berlin Museum and the British Associa- 
tion he came here from Chicago a few months 
ago, having heard during the World’s Fair 
that one of British Columbia’s Indian tribes 
possessed many of the distinct characteristics 
—physical, religioug, social, and mental—of 
the ancient Egyptians, from which their leg- 
ends would indicate that they had descended. 

On arrival the investigator learned that 
the tribe he sought, now almost extinct, had 
a home somewhere in the Naas River country, 
whither he hurried. He found that the tribe 
had once ranged the great extent of country 
from Behm’s Canal in Alaska to Cape Fox, 
and extending down to the Naas River, but 
that unable, by reason of their more peaceful 
dieposition and pursuits, to oppose the inroads 
of indians from the coast and from the 
Rockies the tribe had grown smaller and 
gradually smaller, until now but twelve 
souls remained of what was once a great 
people. y have even lost their name, 
the present tribal name, Tsotsout, being taken 
from the Naas River language, in which it is 
synonymous for slaves. 

These Indians differ in appearance, meas- 
urements, history, and custonis from any 
other Indians of America and are apparently 
a distinctive family. Dr. Boaz does not, 
however, agree with those who have pro- 
nounced them ancient Egyptians. Their so- 
ciology — wus much in common with that 
of the Pharaohs and their legends also are all 
of the Great River.” But the expert does 
not consider this sufficient to establish any- 
thing in view of physical dissimilarities. He 
has taken careful and voluminous notes, how- 
ever, which he will study and compare on his 
return to London and Berlin. The language 
of the Tsotsouts is, he says, remarkable in its 
likeness to the Egyptian.

Practically on a Stiver Basi«. 


To all intents and purposes we are now on 
a silver basis. Any suggestions to the con- 
trary are merely a pleasing fiction. Congress 
evidently has made up its mind to do nota 
single thing to relieve what it is pleased to re- 
gard as merely President Cleveland’s embar- 
rassment. With a Finance committee in the 
Senate resolutely and aggressively recom- 
mending free silver coinage, with an over- 
whelming anti-gold crowd in the House, Mr. 
Cleveland has indeed Congress on his 
hands with a vengeance. 

So far as Wall street is concerned stock- 
market quotations have not much, or at least 
not sensationally, reflected the fact that we are 
off the gold basis. Quotations have not gone 
down very much this week, though in hardly 
a conspicuous instance has there been any 
advance in any market value, while averging 
prices merely universally show declines of a 
whole point or more. We have not had cer. 
tainly anything like the cataclysm which all 
the financial theorists have been predicting 
would come with a rush upon us the very mo- 
ment gold got to be worth more than par. 

Ia Europe, however, there seems to be a 
more acute appreciation of this feature in our 
financial situation. London and Paris, Ber- 
lin and Amsterdam have been selling stocks 
freely all the week. Stocks with European in- 
terests in them have been prominent in all the 
current declines. Advices from London 
show clearly that banking interests over there 
are not only interested but really alarmed by 
the suggestiveness of our government’s mon- 
etary affairs. Though the Rothschilds and 
two or three of the other leading banking 
powers in London and on the contment have 
gone in to take our latest bond issue at Mr. 
Cieveland’s bargain counter price there is a 
pronounced disposition. on the part of the 
same financial magnates to look askance at 
everything American. One of the biggest 
banking houses in London has this week 
issued a circular which in effect is a practical 
request to everyone of its large customers to 
liquidate and sell out all American holdings, 
whether of mortgages or shares, This 
sort of thing must in the long 
run tell values here. 
Ever since panic Europe 
has been shipping back to us by wholesale its 
investments in American bonds and stocks 
and thus to a tremendous extent there have 
been effects upon our national balance of 
trade, but never till now has there been what 
we have any right to cons‘der as an organized 
and aggressive campaign against American 
securities. 


Kxceptions That Are Not Affected. 


In two or three quarters this attack has not 
exerted any apparent influence whatever. 
One oi these fortunate exceptions has to du 
with the Vanderbilt stocks. If, however, the 
campaign proceeds, and there is not a single 
reason to antivipate any abatement of it, we 
are likely soon tosee weakness in New York 
Central and other Vanderbilt securities held 
largely upon the other side, Railway earn- 
ings do not improve. Net returns tend to 
grow worse in fact. There is a 
good reason for this, too. Our railroad 
managers during the last couple of years 
have not been candid. They have been mis- 
led in the notion that the current hard times 
were to be temporary only. On this theory 
they siaughtered operating expense accounts. 
This offset big inroads upon gross earnings, 
it kept net figures in fairly good shape, but 
such a performance could not, of course, go 
on forever. The limit has already been 
reached, the railroads of the United States are 
not tobe run on any picayune business. 
Wages, materials, regular costs of mainte. 
nances are not to be neg.ected—not to be long 
omitted from regular bookkeeping exhibits. 
For a little while less oil can be used on car 
wheels, for a little while old rails may be con- 
tinued, for a little while decrepit engines may 
be run, fora little while other — 
economies may be tried; but in the end the 
normal demands of the physical end of a rail- 
road must be metand the expense of those 
demands must be allowed. : 

Thus it is that now we have finally got to 
the point where the much-vaunted economies 


of some of our railway managers hive played 


their limit. Operating expenses are not go- 
ing to show such decrease from this time on 
as railroad bookkeepers have been figuring 
for them during the last couple of years, An 
honest record of expenses will not permit 
gross earnings to run away down and net 
earnings to show up agreeably. The new 
showing may not be quite so pleasing to the 
investor who gives merely superficial atten- 
tion to properties in which he has an interest, 
but this new showing is going to keep a lot 
of investors from being fooled, cajoled, 
bunkoed. Ibe change may not be altogether 
a distributor of joy from a Wall street stand. 
point, but in every way it is going to be fair. 
er and honester—in every way and for every 
real interest better. *

THE EVOLUTION OF GAMBLING. 


Knuckle Bones of Sheep the Origin of 
Dice and Carda. 

London Public Opinion: Who would sup- 
pose that playing cards were originally de- 
rived from the knuckle bones of sheep? Yet 
such isa fact. Nobody knows how long ago 
they were first employed for playmg games. 
One day it occurred to somebody that a cube 
was better adapted to the purpose. That 
must have happened in very ancient times, 
for the Romans of old had dice which 
were just like our own, even to the ar- 
rangement of the numbers on the faces—i. e., 
the six opposite the one, the five opposite the 
two, and the four, opposite the three. It will 
be observed thatithe sum of any two opposite 
numbers is always seven. This may have 
something to do with the fact that seven used 
to be regarded as a magical number. Of tho 
respect. accorded to it there 13 evidence in 
many passages of the Bible. The most an- 
cient cubical die known dates back to 600 
B. C.; that is. 2,500 years ago. 

It was found at Naucratus, a Greek colony 
in Egypt. The earliest dice were made in 
pairs, rights and lefts, like kauckle bones, 
one of which was always from the right leg 
and the other from the left leg of the animal. 
Two dice were usually employed, because 
there were two knuckle bones. From that 
country they were carried to China, whence 
they have been distributed all over the world. 
The Chinese are great gamesters; they invent- 
ed a modification of the dice, which is called 
the domino. Put two dice faces side by side 
and you have a domino. Dominoes are said 
to have been devised in the year 1120 of the 
Christian era by a Chinese — for the 
amusement of his wives. 

As there are twenty-one possible throws 
with two dice, so twenty-one dominoes may 
be regarded as natural dominoes. How- 
ever, the Chinese have doubled up some of 
the numbers so as to make a full set for play- 
ing thirty-two in all. All over Eastern Asia 
the customary outfit of dominoes is thirty- 
two. Our dominoes, obtained by way of 
Europe, are only twenty-eight and are modi- 
fied by the introduction of blanks, The 
aomino game of Europe and America is the 
match game. It is played in China, 
but is an unimportant one among the 
many Chinese games of dominoes. 
Chinese domino games areall of them dice 
games eiaborat Dominoes are also used 
in China, like dice, for fortune telling. That 
system of divination has an extensive litera- 
ture of itsown. The Chinese dominoes all 
have astrological names. In China cosmical 
names are given to the numbers on the dice, 
Six is the throw to heaven, ace is the throw to 
earth, four is the throw to man, while one 
and three are chosen to represent the harmony 
that unites heaven, earth, and man. Thethrow 
of double five is called the plum flower,“ 
five and six is the tiger's head, four and six 
is ** red-head tea, ond and six is ‘* long-legged 
seven, and one and five is red-mallet six.“ 
On Chinese dice the one and four are 
always red, while the dots on the other faces 
are black. There is a legend to the fact that 
on one occasion an Emperor ot the Ming dy- 
nasty was almost defeated in a game by his 
queen. The only possibility for him to win 
was that the dice should turn up fours. 
They did so, and he was so gratified that from 
that time forth the fours on all dice were 
marked in red. 

Take an ordinary domino of bone or wood, 
enlarge it, make it of paper, and it becomes a 
playing card. Mr. Culin’s study of the sub- 
ject has led him to the conclusion that this is 
the way in which the playing card was origi- 
nally evolved. The evolution began with the 
knuckle bone, which became a cubical die; 
the latter was transformed into a dumino and 
the domino, in its turn, was metamorphosed 
into a curd. A domino with two “fives” 
on it represents the ten spot of the pack. 
The origin of king,” queen, and jack 
is unknown. Possibly a little light may be 
thrown upon the mystery by the fact that the 
four sides of the knuckle bone are called in 
Arabic the shah,“ “ vizier,’’ peasant, and 
„Slave.“ The same names are given to the 
numbers on the cubical die, the six being the 
„Shah.“ One of the games played with dom- 
inoes in China is apparenaly the prototype of 
whist. Nobody knows when dominoes and 
cards were introduced into Europe. 


THE PIRST COLLEGE IN KANSAS. 


Now Used for a Blacksmith Shop—Its 
Founder in the Poorhouse. 

Kansas City Star: Early in the 608, when 
the townsite of Atchison was first being set- 
tled up, a tall, intellectual-looking woman, 
giving her name as Mise Sarah Abdell, and 
who said she was from the East, arrived on a 
steamer and announced that she had come to 
establish the first college in Kansas. She 
stated that the college would teach the sciences 
and higher branches, although some attention 
would also be given to children. 
Although there were a good many 
men in the town the women did not number 
more than a dozen, and children were fewer 
still. The men paid more attention to an 
education in shooting than in book knowl- 
edge, and the outlook was certainly not very 
encouraging for an educator who wanted to 
found a college. If the learned teacher 
thought she had made a mistake she evi- 
dently did not propose to show it, for she 
ordered her college built and paid for the 
building when it was completed. It was one 
of the best buildings in the town at that time 
and her pluck attracted the admiration of the 
inhabitants. 

The few children in town enrolled, but no 
college students could be seen gamboling on 
the campus, which, by the way, was covered 
with a thick growth of haze! brush and wild 
rose bushes. Whether the learned founder of 
the college—*‘The Western University’’ it 
had been named—had imagined that Kan- 
sas was then composed of men whose sons 
wanted somethi easier than work, or 
whether she thought the bull team 
drivers pined for a higher life, the 
oldest settiers cannot now remember; but 
any way she did not meceive the class of pat- 
ronage she anticipated, Within a year or so 
a good many families moved to Atchison. 
The students who crowded the school- 
room were just learning to read, write, and 
cipher. This was exasperating, but the cult- 
ured teacher was still confident that her uni- 
versity was to become a great institution of 
learning and took no pains to conceul her 
convictions. 

Within a few years the town was a very re- 
spectable place, as to size atleast. One day 
a young lawyer put in an appearance and an- 
nounced that he had come to grow up with 
the country. He stopped at the same tavern 
where Miss Abdell was boarding. and they. 
soon became acquainted. She told him all 
her plans, and then he upset them all by mar- 
rying her. They lived together some years, 
during which time she was a social favorite 
and set the literary gait of the town. Finally 
there was gossip about town which was 
hushed when either of them was near. A pood 
many said thatshe was high tempered and 
that he could not getalong with her if he 
were deaf, dumb, and blind. They parted 
and the husband was granted a divorce.

This is particu- 
larly the case with regard to the people who 
paid in the neighborhood of 90 for their 
bonds, 

When Underwood & Green, the contractors 
of the road, undertook to finance the property 
two years ago their efforts were directed 
toward the placing of large blocks of bonds 
at this price. Asa bonus to the buyers they 
gave from 50 to 100 per cent of the bonds 
in stock. A considerable quantity of the 
securities was placed on these terms 
in Chicage, New York, and in New England. 
Those holders who have been communicated 
with are said to stand firm against any plan 
that involves a reduction of their holdings 
without making up the difference either with 
an income bond or something else. They 
have taken advice as to their position as prior 
lien creditors in the light of the transactions 
covering the payment of the interest coupon 
Jau. 1 last. It is said they are causing the 
liability of the stockholders to be examined.

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THE MODERN PATHOLOGIOAL NOVEL 


A Medical View of the Latest Specialty in 
Fiction, 

American Medico - Surgical Bulletin: 
Among physicians “The Heavenly Twins 
is looked upon not as a literary venture to be 
judged by artistic standards, but as a read- 
able presentation of symptoms which suggest 
definite pathological conditions. 

„Ships That Pass in the Night” is admir- 
able as a pulmonary record, and The Yel- 
low Aster affords an insight into the psychic 
phenomena resulting from neglect of natural 
instincts and dosires, which, surviving the ap- 
propriate period of life, subsequently assert 
themselves in the form of belated maternal 
love and ex-post-facto philoprogenitiveness. 

As to Miss Harrudun's book, while we find 
it usefulin the profession for its giimpees 
into refined sick-room conversation and pul- 
monary persiflage, we regret, from a medical 
— of view, that after giving such a careful 

istory of the heroine’s case, the author per- 
mitted her to be killed by an oninibus. It is 
humiliating, after followmg attentively the 
course of the disease and the method of treat- 
ment, to be told that an omnibus was the 
cause of death and to be dismissed without 
bearing the result of the autopsy. Moreover, 
we found her style so delightful that we 
would have glad followed tne hero to the 
last hemorrhage, but that too was denied us. 

Sarah Gr 8 ca re open to the same 
objection of „ ness. She starts out 
enticingly with such a character, for instance, 
as Edith’s husband, but leaves the later and 
more interesting phases of his pathological 
history.untold. Asa general rule, however. 
she comes up to the requirements of modern 
fiction. The eases of most of her characters 
can be diagnosed. and with a little clinical 
experience we have no doubt that her future 
novels will be above reproach. 

There is danger lest in the first stages of the 
medical movement in literature young writ- 
ers will attempt to cover too wide a patholog- 
ical area in their novels and forget the inex- 
orable laws of specialism that obtain in the 
medical profession itself. 

To introduce a paretic or ataxic patient in 
a dermatological novel would not only de- 
stroy the unity of the story, but would justly 
ei pose the author to a suspicion of want of 
thoroughness. If the writer bas determined 
upon appendicitis as his plot he should not 
waste his energies upon irrelevant discases in 
his minor characters. He could gain varicty 
by introducing other forms of enteric disor- 
ders, but should never exceed the limits of 
the abdominal region. Until he has had a 
thorough medical training we think the course 
of a single disease should eupply him with all 
the medico-literary material that he can han- 
dle in an intelligent manner. A blew on the 
head supplied the author of God's Fool” 
with all the plot that be needed. Ibsen's 
Ghosts“ is simply the dramatization of an 
inherited brain disease, and many a success- 
ful story is based upon a case of simple mania 
with delusions. 


A PENALTY WORSE THAN DEATH. 


System of Refined Torture That Kills in 
Three Years. 


New York World: Though the death pen- 
alty was practically abolished in Belgium over 
thirty years ago the punishment of those con- 
victed of capital crimes is so awful that none 
has yet been able to endure it.more than 
three years, Another Gurious thing is that 
little Belgium until recently had two public 
executioners, while but one was sufficient for 
her vaster neighbor, France—Deibler, other. 
wise known as Monsieur de Patis.“ The 
King of the Belgians recently ordered the re- 
tirement on a pension of 1,887 francs of the 
“executor of high works (as he is euphbon- 
iously termed), who was stationed at Liege. 
The executioner at Brussels still holde his 
piace. 

The duties of public executioner in Belgium 
are singular, but not arduous. The courts 
still continue to sentence malefactors to 
death, but the guillotine has been replaced by 
a scaffold, on which is posted a copy of the 
sentence. Much ceremony is observed in af- 
fixing this document. A troop of gendarmes, 
with their imposing helmets plumed with 
horsehair, is drawn up about the place of ex- 
ecution, which they grave.y guard with sabers 
drawn, while the red-robed executioner 


‘motnts the steps, nails up the decree of the 


court, and, after a moment, takes it down 


again.

A GREAT INDUSTRY IN BULGARIA. 


Six Billion Damask Buds Gathered Every 
Year to Make Attar of Hoses. 

Since the emancipation of the Balkan Prov- 
inces the manufacture of attar of roses has 
become a great industry in Bulgaria, and has 
been taken up on a large scale in Germany. 
We have all been accustomed to connect the 
fabrication of attar of roses with Persia and 


Syria, aud even now India and Constanti- 
nople farnish obably the largest mar- 
kets fo it; „ although the art of 


making. it was discovered in Persia, the man- 


the center of the business is now the country 
about Kazanlik, on the south slope of the Bal- 
kans, close to the Shipka or Wild Rose Pass, 
famous in the history cf the Russo-Turkish 
wat. The rose-growing belt is situated at an 
average altitude of 1,000 feet above the sea 
and extends to a length of about seventy 
miles, with an average breadth of ten miles. 
On this ground are produced annually from 
5,000,000,000 to 6,000,000,000 rose blos- 
soms. 

The number of varieties cultivated is very 
small. Ninety per cent of all the blossoms 
are taken from a bushy variety of the Rosa 
Damascena, or damask rose, known to our 
gardeners mainly as the ancestor from which 
the infinite variety of hybrid perpetual roses 
derive a large part of their blood. Of the 
remaining 10 per cent a part are gathered 
from the white musk rose, which is fre- 
quently planted as a hedge around the fields 
of pink B while the rest are fur- 
nished by a dark red variety of Damasgena. 
Other sorts of roses have been tried, but 
some yield no attar at all, and others give 
an essence having the perfume of violets, or 
pineapples, or hyacinth rather than of roses.

Its Heroine a Spanish Infanta Who Is Old 
and ‘Shabby Now. 
The Realm: In an ordinary boarding-house 

not far from the Arc de Triomphe, Paris, 
lives Isabel Fernandina of Bourbon, daughter 
of Don Frangois de Paule and Princes Lou- 
ise of Naples. Dona Isabel is sister-in-law of 
Queen Isabella and great-aunt of the present 
King of Spain.

TO CUTCUURT’S WORK 


JUSTICE WATERMAN PREPARES A 
BILL FIXING JURISDIOTION. * 


His Proposition Is to Limit Appeals from 
Justice of the Peace Jadgmenis<—Also 
Places a Limit on Appeals in Actions 
from Superior and Cireuit Courts<d us- 
tices Must Act on Appeals to the Su- 
preme Court—Text of the Proposed 
Measure=~The Court Record. : 


Justice Arba N. Waterman has prepared a 
bill which he says will have the effect of 
lessening litigation and which he will present 
to the Legislature within a short time. It is 
proposed by it to lessen tie jurisdiction of the 
Appellate Courts of this State and reduce the 
labors of the court for the First District, 
which at the present time is overburdeued. 
At the present term 250 cases were passed 
upon by the court. The docket has been dis- 
posed of, but only under great pressure and 
overwork on the part of the Justices. The 
presiding Justice says the court was unable to 
pass on some of the cases in the manner that 
would be most desired, solely from the reason 
time could not be given. 

Justice Waterman is of the opinion the 
right of appeal should stop within a narrow 
limit. He holds that every litigant firmly be- 
lieves that be is right, and that he would go 
on appealing to the end of timeif his funds 
will last, and the right of appeal does not 
come to an end by statute. Since the passing 
of the act creating Appellate Courts no legis- 
lation has been adopted having a tendency to 
lessen litigation, and after the rule allowing 
original bills of exceptions to be put in the 
record for the higher court was passed litiga- 
tion on appeal has been rendered miuch 
cheaper. The text of the proposed bill is as 
follows: ° 

A bill for an act to amend an act entitied an 
12 5 establish Appellate Courts approved 
The said Appellate Court created by this act 
shall exercise appellate jurisdiction and have 
jurisdiction of all matters of appeal or writs of 
error from the final judgments, orders, or, decrees 
of any of the Cireuit Courts or the Superior 
Court of Cook County or County Courts or from 
the city courts in any suit or proceed in 
chancery and in any suit or proceeding at law 
not begun before a Justice of he Peace, wherein 
the judgment of the court below is not more 
than 85.000, exclusive of costs, other than 
criminal cases not misdemeanors, and other 
cases involving a franchise or freehold or the 
validity of a statuto, 

Appeals and writs of error shall lie from the 
final orders, judgments, or decrees of the Circuit 
and city courts, and from the Superior Court of 
Cook County directly to the Supreme Court. in 
all criminal cases and in cases involving a fran- 
chise or freehold or the validity of a statute and 
in all cases and proceedings at law not begun 
before a Justice of the Peace, wherein tne judg- 
ment ofthe Circuit Court, Superior Court of 
Cook County, County Court, or city court, is 
more than $5.000, exclusive of costs. In all 
cases and proceedings at law determined in said 
Appellate Court wherein the judgment of the 
court below is less than 65.000. exclusive of 
costs, and the judgment is affirmed or otherwise 
finaily disposed of in the Appellate Court the 
judgment, oraer. or decree of the Appellate 
Court shall be final, and no appeal shall lid or 
writ of error be prosecuted therefrom. In ali 
other cases appeals shall lie and writs of error 
may be prosecuted from the final judgments, 
orders, or decrees of the Appellate Courts to the 
Supreme Court, ae 

Provided also, thatin any case a majority of 
the Judges of the Appellate Court shall be of 
opinion that a case decided by them involving a 
less sum than $5,000, exclusive of costs. also in- 
volves questions of law of such importance,either 
on account of principal or collateral interest, as 
that it should be passed upon by the Supreme 
Court. they may in such cases grant appeals and 
writs of error to the Supreme Court on petition 
of parties to the cause, in which case the said 
Appeliate Court shall certify to the Supreme 
Court the questions of law which a majority of 
the Judges of the Appellate Court are of the 
opinion should be passed upon by the Supreme 
Court in such case, as the grounds of granting 
said appeal; and, b 

Provided further, that in all actions where 
there were no trial on an issue of fact in the 
lower court appeals and writs of. error shall lie 
from the Appeliate Courts to the Supreme Court, 
where the amount claimed in the pleadings ex- 
ceeds $5,000.

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BOW AND ARROWS OBSOLETE WITH 


THE NOBLE RED MAN. 


He Is Handy with Gun and Revolver and 
Has Nothing but the Best=Still He Can 
Make a Ball’s kye With the Arrow if 
Need Be-Stories of Men Who Have 
Been Scalped=The Operation Is Not 
Necessarily Fatal Though Oonceded to 
Be Very Unpleasant, 

The writer (in the New York Herald) was 
camped withacompany of regular troops 


some years ago in the heart of the Indian 


countty. There were plenty of redskins 
about, as we knew by their signal fires, but 
as yet we had seen not one, Late one after- 
noon, however, the lookout, who was sta- 
tioned on a high bluff near camp, announced 
that he saw objects approachmg through the 
cotton woods that fringed the creek on whose 
banks we were located. I immediately guessed 
that our red neighbors were about to pay us a 
visit, but whether of friendship or hostility it 
was impossible to tell, Wishing to be on the 
safe side and yet not appear afraid I ordered 
each man to load his rifle and place it at the 
entrance of his tent, with a belt full of car- 
tridges near by, so that both could be seized 
at a moment’s notice. 

A long file of Indians entered camp in a few 
moments, and each one, as he halted nis 
pony, put on a broad grin and grunted 
“How!” which is the universal Indian greet- 
ing. Isaw there was not a squaw among 
them, which was a suspicious sign. But, on 
the other hand, they had no weapons, except 
a few bows and arrows. I made no comment 
one way or the other, but gave the chief some 
tobacco and sugur, and then proceeded to 
handle his Navajo saddle blanket with appar- 
ent admiration. a 

Feeling it gently, as if to test the closeness 
of the weaving, I noticed a hard body under- 
neath, which could not be the pony’s back. 
Inan instant the edge of the blanket was 
thrown upward and a repeating rifle of the 
latest pattern disclosed. 

The old chief laughed long and” loud, mak- 
ing believe he had hiddeh the rifle just for a 
joke. But as further search revealed the fact 
that every buck had a rifle hidden similarly 
beneath his saddle blanket, and a revolver in 
his shirt besides, there can be little doubt that 
an attack had been meditated should the op- 
portunity occur. 

Dee Rifle and Revolver Now. 

The Indian of today has in a great measure 
discarded his primitive weapons of war and 
adopted the white man’s. An Indian can re- 
ad as empty rifle or revoiver shell aa weil 
as a white man. How he does it is a mystery, 
for the white man needs a special set of tools 
for the purpose, and the Indian has none that 
are not improvised. The fact remains, how- 
ever, and was so well known to Gen. Miles 
that. when campaigning after Geronimo in 
1886, he published an order directing that 
soldiers should turn over to their officers all 
empty shelis, in order that they might not be 
left on the ground and utilized by the 
Apaches. 

The bow is used in war when a stealthy at. 
tack is meditated, and quite generally in 
hunting, for there it answers as well and is 
more economical, The degree of skill at- 
tained by the Indian in archery is truly 
astonishing, but it is the result of long and 
constant practice. The Indian boy’s first 
lesson 16 to shoot with a small bow and biunt 
arrow. Finaliy he receives the strong bow, 
and with it fits himself for war. 

These latter are powerful weapons. One 
that an Indian would, with the greatest euse, 
draw to the artow's head could scarcely be 
bent four inches by a white man. They will 
send an arrow 500 yatds, and put it through 
a board an inch thick. 

On one occasion a man’s skull was found 
transfixed to a tree by an arrow, which had 
er coupletely through the bones and im- 

dded itself so deeply in the wood as to sus- 
tain the weight of the head. He had proba- 
bly been tied up to the tree and shot. 


Bows of Different Tribes. 


The Sioux make the best bows. Cedar and 
hickory are favorite woods, The wood is 
careiully seasoned by being hung, sometimes 
for months, just out of reach of the flames 
of the tepee fire, bow is four feet long 
and an inch thick in the middle. A warrior, 
with a sharp knife and a file, will take a 
week to make a bow, which will sell for about 
$3 in trade. 

The Crows make bows of elk horn, each 
bow requiring four pieces, nicely fitted to 
each other and spliced and wrapped together. 
When ornamented, carved, and painted, these 
bows are beautiful, and readily sell for $25 
or $50. It takes an Indian about three 
months to make one. : 

Before they came much in contact with the 
whites the Iadians frequently used poisoned 
arrowheads. The Shoshones made their 
poison of ants, dried and powdered and 
mixed with the spleen of somearimal. The 
mixture was then placed in the sun and al- 
lowed to decay. The result was such a dead- 
ly poison that it the arrow ever broke a per- 
son’s skin it was sure to produce death, 

Arrows. are made very carefully, for upon 
their construction depends the bowman’s suc- 
cess. Three or four are the limit ofa day’s 
work, even when the rough material is at 
hand. The branches from which they are 
made are cut in the fall, when the sap is not 
running, and are tied up in bundles so they 
will not warp. They are then “hung up in the 
tepee in a similar manner to the bow wood, 
The shaft is usually channeled or grooved so 
as to allow the flow of blood from the wound. 
Arrows pertaining to different tribes may be 
distinguished by the expert after examination 
of the feathering, painting, or carving. In- 
deed it is said that individuals of the same 
tribe can tell each otber's arrows in the same 
way. 

The tomahawk and war club are hardly used 
at all. Their place has been taken by the 
knife, one or more being always carried by a 
wild indian in a sheath attached to his belt. 
Used principally for skinning game these 
knives age, nevertheless, at ciose quarters, 
deadly weapons of attack or defense. They 
are also used for scalping. 


Sealping Not Fatal. 


Scalping ie not a religious ceremony, as 
many have supposed. It is simply a proot of 
killmg—evidence beyond a doubt. 

It would seem that scalping is fatal, but in 
itself it is not necessarily so. Numerous in- 
stances of survival, even when the victim 
had been wounded in addition, are on record. 
One spring day in 1868 Thomas Cahone and 
Willis Edmonston, freight conductors of the 
Union Pacific railway, were fishing in asmall 
stream near Sidney, Neb. They were un- 
armed, feeling sure that tne handful of regu- 
lar troops stationed at Sidney would keep off 
any prowling Indians. 

Suddenly a party of mounted Sioux swept 
down upon them. They put eight arrows into 
Cahone, oue of which passed under the point 
of the right shoulder blade and came out an 
inch or two under the breast. Four arrows 
were fired into Edmonston. 

The scalp proper of Cahone was taken by 
one Indian, whiie the second took a piece 
about 4x7 inches from the left gide ot the 
head. Edmonston was not scaiped, for at 
this junctnre the soldiers and citizehs from 
Sidney hurried out and the Indians took to 
flight. The wounded men were taken to the 
town, where the arrows were cut out. In 
1883 I met Cahone, who was then & passen-, 
ger eonductor running east from Ogden, 
Utah.

Tun failure of Congress to authorize, the 
issue of gold bonds instead of bonds made 
payable in coin entails a loss of nearly 
$16,200,000 upon the people of the United 
States. That is not far from 25 cents per 
head of the total population. It means nearly 
$1.25 to the average workingman who is the 
head of a family of five persons. It is a big 
price to pay for blatherskite oratory in favor 
of free silver and for relative picayunish ob- 
jections by afew sound money men to the 
terms of a contract made in despair of suf- 
ficiently prompt action by Congress. 


Jupas Roger A. Pryor, one of the Demo- 
cratic Judges in New York City, refused to 
naturalize two men last week because they 
could not speak English, and anneunced that 
no foreigner who had not learned someth‘ug 
of that language during his five years’ resi- 
dence in this country need apply to him for 
paturalization.

THE LEGISLATURESHOULDINVESTIGATE 

It was stated the other day in Tun Trirsunze 
that the late State Treasurer was swora in on 
the 3d of January, 1893, and that on the 11tu 
of that month his defalcations began by his 
helping himself to $25,000, depositing in 
place of it his due bill, That was his first 
offense, an offense for which he could have 
been sent to the penitentiary, He continued 
those offenses until he had abstracted over a 
hundred thousand dollars. But he was 
prompter in beginning his depredations than 
this paper gave him credit for. He did not 
enter upon the discharge of the duties of his 
office till the Oth of January, for he had to 
wait till the Legislature met and the vote was 
canvassed. Therefore only two days at the 
most intervened between his becoming the 
Treasurer and his first defalcation. 

He i8 dead and beyond the reach of the law. 
Nevertheless there are some matters con- 
nected with this affair which it is the manifest 
duty of the Legislature to investigate closely. 
One of them is this: Mr. Ramsay died sud- 
denly on the 9th of November, The law pro- 


. vides that— 


In case of the death of the Treasurer it shall 
be the duty of the Governor to take possession of 
the office of such Treasurer, and cause the vaults 


‘thereof to be closed and securelv locked and so 


remain until a successor is appointed and quali- 
fied: and at the time such successor takes pos- 
session of the office, he, together with the Au- 
ditor of Public Acconnts, and any of the bonds- 
men of the deceased Treasurer who shall be 
present shall proceed to take an account of all 
the moneys, papers, books, records, and other 
property coming into his possession, and the 
Auditor shall take of such succeeding Treasurer 
his receipt therefor, and keep the same on file in 
his office. 

The Governor did take possession of the 
Treasurer’s office and did cause the vaults to 
be closed. He also appointed as temporary 
successor the son of the dead Treasurer, who 
had been in the office under him. Presump- 
tively the Auditor took an account of all the 
moneys, papers, etc., which were in the 
vaults. If he did not he violated the law. 
But if he discharged his duty, and some de- 
ception was not practiced on him, he must 
have seen some of these Ramsay due bills 
which were in the Treasury as representatives 
of cash. He must have seen some of the 
Beiter notes which the bondsmen found in 
the Treasury at a later date.. 

If he saw those pieces of paper he must 
have known that their presence there was evi- 
dence of a violation of law—was evidence 
that there was something amiss in the Treas- 
urer’s office. If he saw those notes and due 
bills, and he should have seen them, it was his 
duty to report the facts to the Governor, and 
it was the duty of the Governor to lay those 
facts before the General Assembly when it 
met, He has not communicated with that 
body on the subject. Was that because the 
Auditor said nothing to him? If the Igtter 
official knew anything why was he go reticept? 
It is the duty of the ‘Legislature to go into 
this and ascertain why the Auditor did not 
find out over three months ago the rascality 
which had been practiced, and if he did why 
he was silent, 

It has been stated in dispatches in this 
paper that some State officials were heavy 
borrowers from Mr. Ramsay, but that they 
paid back promptly when the deficit was dis- 
covered. Who were they? When did they 
discove®the deficit? Did they do so before 
the public was enlightened on the subject and 
if so how did they find oat? Who gave them 
word to get under cover? A Treasurer who 
diverte State funds has violated the law. So 
too are persons who borrow State funds from 
the Treasurer knowing them to be such. Were 
there any evidences of indebtedness of State 
officials in the Treasury vaults when the ex- 
amination was made last November? 

It is the duty of the Legislature to examine 
into this and find out whether it is true that 
others besides Mr. Ramsay have been dipping 
into the State Treasury. If so they are crimi- 
nally iiable even though they have paid the 
money back. They cannot wipe out sheir 
offense merely by makmg restitution. There 
should be a thorough examination of the man- 
agement of the se Treasurer’s office from 
the beginning. It has been customary for 
the Legislature at tle commencement of each 
session to appoint a committee to pass on the 
report the law requires the Treasurer to make, 
and also to inquire generally into the man- 
agement of his office. There has been no 
mention this year of that being done. Instead 
of the ordinary and generally perfunctory in- 
vestigation there should be a searching-one. 

Another matter requires attention. The law 
requires the State Treasurer to give a bond of 
$500,000. That is altogether too small. The 
deficit in thé State Treasurer’s accounts wes 
something like $360,000, or three-quarters 
of the face of the bond. If it had not been 
for the heavy app of the last Leg- 
islature, which reduced amount in the 
Treasury, the deficit have been in 
excess of the bond, For such excess 
the bondsmen of course would 
not have beenSliable, Consequeatiy the law 
should be amended so as to require the Treas- 
urer to gite bond in a sum which will make 
it impossible for the State to lose anything 
when the bondsmen are as good as those who. 
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STRANGE UNIVERSALIST DISCIPLINE. 
The members of the Universalist Charch 
Society at Elgin, in this State, must be anx- 
ious to achieve notoriety, are very curiously 
constituted, or must have some other reason 
than that assigned fog their recent action. 
They are reported to bave suspended from 
fellowship with them their pastor, the Rev. 
A. N. Alcott, for alleged heresy. He is com- 
plained of as too liberal for that supposedly 
liberal church society, the sequel to the 
complaint distmguishes him as the first pastor 
to be suspended on asimilar charge from Uni- 
versalist fellowship. 
The trouble is said to have grows out of the 
fact that Mr. Alcott is Secretary of the Illinois 
State Congress of Liberal Religions, and at 
the beginning of the year was assigned to 
Illinois as a missionary field. This gave um- 
brage to the more conservative members 
of the society, and supposably through their 
influence the State committee on fellowship 
metafewdays ago. It passed resolutions 
the preamble to which recites that Mr. Alcott 
has engaged in professional services to a re- 
ligious organization not in fellowship with 
the Universalist denomination, which is in 
direct violation of his vows of ordination, and 
that if such a policy were generally pursued 
it would result in the general disintegration 
of the Universalist denomination. For 
these reasons it was resolved to suspend him 
from fellowship during this calendar yeer, 
but that in this action no reflection was de- 
signed to be cast upon-his unchallengea repu- 
tation asa man and a citizen. This act of 
suspension was accompanied by a hint that 
judgment would be suspended if he would 
cease to work for the congress and admit that 
he is sorry for what he has done in that field. 


To this he responded with an emphatic ‘' No,” 


and says he will make an appeal from the 
decision of the committee. That action does 
not bar him from continuing to minister in 
the church, but by a vote of 116 to 8 the 
society has given him a leave of absence for 
one year, which time he intends to devote to 
work as secretary and missionary of the 
American Congress of Liberal Religious so 
cieties in this State. 

It is quite probable that all this disturb- 
anceisdue to misapprehension of the ends 
aimed atin the movements to his participa- 
tion in which this exception is taken. The 
idea of the congress was originated by Prof. 
Swing and Dr. Thomasa few years ago and 
took formal shape in the big conventiva held 
in Sinai Temple in this city last June, the 
Rev. Jenkyn Lloyd Jones, Dr, Hirsch, Rabbi 
Stolz, the Rev. R. A. White, and others being 
prominent. The announced object of the 
work was to see what could be done, if any- 
thing, towards organizing in one church the 
liberals of all kinds in a community where 
there are not enough persons of any one kind 
to form their own sort of a church and to get 
men to drop their creed differences far enough 
to work together along lines in religion 
concerning which they substantially agree. 
Mr, Alcott says it is not a principle of the 
congress to disturb any organized and liberal 
working church of any kind whatsoever, nor 
has any such church been disturbed so far. 
He holds that the declaration of principle has 
been misinterpreted, that the congress is not 
another sect and is not opposed to Universal. 
ism. On the contrary, he says it seeks to 
establish the es: ential principles of Universal. 
ism, which are the essentials of all liberal 
sects and all religions. Possibly there is au- 
other reason which is not alluded to by either 
party—naimely: that the members of the 
church society at Eigin think they are being 
neglected for labor elsewhere. Mr. Alcott is 
‘reported to have gathered a congregation of 
about 200 at Freeport and to be about ready 
to form an organization there. The work 
thus far done at Freeport hardly could have 
been accomplished without the spending of 
much time and thought upon it. 

Surely one or other of these two ideas must 
have formed the motive for his suspension. 
The society at Kigin cannot look with dis- 
favor upon the work of a congress which is 
organized on lines that run so nearly parallel 
to those of the Universalist denomination, 
and it is unfortunate that it has put itself on 
record in a way that seems to admit opposi- 
tion to a movement which has the approval 
and active aid of so many men distinguished 
among those who are called “liberal Chris- 
tians. To suppose that the assigned rea- 
son is precisely the true one is to rank the 
leaders in the movement to suspend as of 
about the same mental caliber with the old 
lady who is reported to have remarked: 
They tell me them Universalists say they 
hope everybody will be saved at last, but as 
for me, I hope for better things“ 


“PROVIDING FOR “ NEGLECTED CHIL- 
DREN,” 

A bill has been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture to create a State Board of Guardians 
which is to be intrusted with the duty of 
looktmg after the “ negiected children of 
the State and placing them in private homes 
or institutions. The bill says: 

Every person who answers to any of the fol- 
lowing descriptions shall be deemed a neglected 
child, and, upon the proceedings hereinafter 
specified, shall become a ward of the board: 

Every person apparently under the age of 16 
years— 

1. Found begging or receiving alms, either 
with or without selling or pretending to sell any 
article, in public, or boms in any street or alley 
or public place for the purpose of begging or re- 
ceiving alms. 

2. Who has not any settled place of abode. 

3. Who has not any visible means of subsist- 
ence. 

4. Who shall live with or frequent the com- 
pany of or consort with reputed thieves or other 
vicious persons, whether the person or persons 
so reputed are the parents of the child or not. 

5. Who shall not have proper parental care or 
guardianship. 


Children who are found in poorhouses are 
also made wards of the Board of Guardians. 
The board is to have paid agents who will 
hunt up the children whom it ought to care 
for and whose guardian it is until they attain 
their majority. The board must provide 
homes for its charges either in private fami- 
lies or institutions,“ and must watch over 
them closely. Each chjid must be visited at 
least once in every six months. The expenses 
of maintenance of these children must be 
paid by the counties whence they come. 

There is no more sensible way of dealing 
with the poorhouse children or with city waifs 
than to remove them from their vile surround- 
ings and place then in homes, preferentially 
in the country. The home is much better for 
the boy than the institution.“ It fits him 
far more effectually for the task of earning 
his own living. In the majority of cases 
where children have been placed in homes they 
have turned out well. Private charities have 
adopted this line of work especially in some 
Eastern States. 

But if the pending bill were to pass anda 
zealous Board of Guardians, assisted by a 
zealous corps of agents, was to attempt to 
gather in all the boys and girls under 10in 
the State who might be deemed to come un- 
der, the head of neglected chiidren” this 
county would havea tremendous bill to pay 
to the different “institutions” which would 
be created for the purpose of housing 
and feeding and elðthing the depond- 
ents. For it is to be feared” that 
neither the board nor its agents would take 
the troubie to hunt up families in this or in 
other S.ates which would take those boys and 
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once to “institutions” which would | 
their sole means 1 support from county 
treasuries, This would bea good thing for 
the “institutions,” but not for the taxpayers, 
This county: is paying now $10 a month 
for the cate of some dependent girls in 1 
institution. It is paying rather less per mon 
for a number of boys in another iristitution. 
If it should have to pay at anything like the 
same rate for the care of all those who might 
be held to be neglected children it would bé 
ruined financially, This bill goes tod far. It 
lays out work on too grand ascale. The 
board it proposes to create would be alto- 
gether too irresponsible. Its taxing powers 
would be altogethér too great. It will be safer 
to begin operations on 4 more modest scale. 
Let there be a board, for instance, whose 
duty it shall be to find homes for chil- 
dren who ere in poorhouses and who conse- 
quently are county charges, placing them 
wherever possible with families that will not 
want to be paid for their board. After see- 
ing how that works it may be deemed wise to 
go farther. The scheme as outlined in the 
bill might be altogether too expensive and 
benefit only existing or future institutions.“ 


A THREATENED JUDICIAL STRIKE, 

All of the Judges of the Cook County 
courts, with three exceptions, have notified 
the County Commissioners that if they are 
not supplied with pure, fresh air in sufficient 
quantities they will go on a*strike. Like 
other strikers they propose to hold on to their 
jobs and will not let others take their places. 
They wind up their petition thus: 

A number of us feel that unless relief is afford- 
edatonce we shall be compelled to refuse to 
hold court in the building, while others express 
the determination that they will only hold court 
for such length of time each only as they can da 
so Without detriment to their health. If the 


public busine§s is to suffer we wish the people to 


understand who is responsibie therefor. 

The public business might not suffer so 
much if this threat were carried out, The 
dockets are one or more years behind now. 
Litigants have got so accustomed to delays 
that they would not grumble much if the 
courts were closed entirely for a year. It 
would be rather hard on the lawyers, how- 
ever, who could not expect feea from clients 
when no courts were open. So they may be 
relied on to keep the Judges from carrying 
out their threat in case the County Board does 
not substitute fresh air for that they have to 
breathe now. The article supplied them at 
present has from 2,900 to 4,200 bacteria per 
cubic yard, It may be that as the result of 
breathing this bad air their decisions have be- 
come tainted with bacteria and are for that 
reason frequently thrown out by the higher 
courts, whose Judges have purer air. 

There is a great deal of justice in the com- 
plaints of the Judges. The sanitary condi- 
tion of the Court-House & poor. The plumb- 


ing and drainage are in bad condition. The 


air is foul. There never seems to have been 
any intelligent attempt to remedy evils the 
existence of which has been notorious fora 
long time, and itis quite probable that the 
city official was correct who reported that 
“the Department of Health would not per- 
mit such a condition to exist in the case of a 
buildmg owned by a private individual.“ 
Certainly it is the duty of the County Board 
to take measures for the proper ventilation 
of the court-rooms and also of the other 
rooms in the building. 

For it is probable that they are in bad con- 
dition, though their occupants have not threat- 
ened to go ona strike. That may be because 
they do not hold elective offices, and are 
afraid that if they were to refuse to work, or 
to werk only for such length of time as was 
consistent with the preservation of their 
health, their superior officers would fill their 
places instanter. There is where judicial 
strikers have the advantage. Presumptively 
the health of many of the employés has been 
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paper money that will organize a

GERMAN BIMETALLISTS, 

There seemis to be a strong element in the 
German Reichstag favoring a renewal of the 
effort to establish international “ bimet- 
allism.“ Count von Mirbach has introduced 
a resolution instructing the Federal Govern- 
ment of Germany to issue invitations for an 
international monetary congress “to take 
measures to bring about the rehabilitation of 
silver as a circulating medium.“ Other sup- 
porters of the resolution said they indorsed the 
position taken by Germany at the Paris con- 
ference of 1883 that it regarded an inter- 

, national agreement upon a ratio between 
gold and silver desirable ” and that they favor 
a proposal foran interchange of views on the 
subject with those States which are concerned 
in the silver question. 

This news will be acceptable to the friends 
of real bimetallism in thé United States, 
those who desire to see both gold and silver 
used as money on the terms named in the 
Democratic national platform of 1892—name- 
ly: that the dollar unit of coinage of both 
metals must be of equal intrinsic and ex- 
changeable value or be adjusted through in- 
ternational agreement or by such safeguards 
of legislation as shall insure the maintenance 
of the parity of the two metals and the equal 
power of every dollar at all times in the mar- 
kets andin the payment of debts.” But it 
will not be “good news to the free silver 
extremists among us who are demanding 
“free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 without 
waiting for the assent of any other nation 
on earth.“ They know that the carrying out 
of this program would land us into silver 
nfdnometallism, which is what they desire 
and what they are working for. They not 
only do not want bimetallism in the United 


possible; for they have it already, and that to 
the fullest extent that is permissible for silver 
so long as the intrinsic value of the silver 
coin is less than half the amount named on 
Me face of the coin, while the gold coins are 
full bullion value, 

If an international agreement could be 
reached it would not be on the basis of 16 to 
1, nor anything like that ratio, Not unlikely 
the contracting parties would concede some- 
thing from the ratio of 83 or 34 to 1, which 
has beea the commercial ratio for the buliion 
during several months past, as they might be- 
lieve that a part of the decline of silver of 
more than 50 per cent was due to conditions 
which would be removel by an international 
‘agreement, But they would have no idea of fix- 
ing on the 16 to 1 ratio which the free silver 
extremists have protested to be their ulti- 
matum, saying they will accept no compro- 
mise. And because such an agreement weuld 
establish for the United States a ratio vastly 
more in accordance with the truth, one per- 
mitting the circulation of gold on equal terms 
with silver in this country, it would be as bit- 
ter a pill as they could be called on to swallow. 
It would prove their contention to be utterly 


affected like that of the Judges. Perhaps the false, and their theory totally impracticable. 


lawyers who have to practice in these foul 
court-rooms suffer also, But they suffer in 
silence. 

But while the Court- House should be over- 
hauled the question is: Where is the money to 
come from with which to do it or to rent rooms 
outside of the building for the Judges while the 
present ones are being fixed up? They should 
have theught of that before the board made 
its appropriations for the year. They should 
have thought of it when they were fixing the 
salaries and numbers of county employés, and 
should have cut down their pay and their 
number so as to have provided funds with 
which to make needful repairs. The Judges 
ought to tell the Commissioners where the 
money is to come from. Perhaps when the 
latter get information on that point they will 
do what is asked of them. 


FALSEHOODS ABOUT SILVER, 

It is pitiable at this late day to see a Chi- 
cago daily paper giving editorial approval to 
the rank falsehoods that have been told about 
the money legislation of 1873. One of them 
calls it the infamy of 1873,“ says “it was 
a monetary revolution wrought by stealth,” 
and adds that it was fifteen years before the 
crime was detected. A complete answer to 
this is contained in a pamphlet issued about 
two months ago by the Sound Currency com- 
mittee of the Reform club in New York City. 
In 1878 the total number of silver dollars 
that bad been coined during the preceding 
eighty-one years .was only 8,031,288, and 
none of those silver dollars were in circula- 
tion, because they were too valuable for that 
use at the existing ratio. They never had 
been in circulation. 

Hence whéther or not the method of pass- 
ing the act of 1873 was surreptitious has no 
bearing on the merits of bimetallism or mon- 
ometallism, but as a matter of fact there was 
nothing surreptitious about it. The bill was 
before Congress for nearly three years. It 
was first submitted to the Senate April 25, 
1870, and to the House June 25 following. 
It waß debated in the Senate and passed 
June 10, 1871, bya vote of 36 to 14. It 
was debated in the House in 1872, and passed 
with amendments by a vote of 110 to 13. It 
was passed in the Senate as amended Jan. 17, 
1873, a couference committee was appointed, 
and the bill became a law Feb, 12, 1873. 
The reports accompanying the bill, especially 
that made by Mr. Knox,‘explained the fact and 
the purpose of dropping the silver dollar from 
the coinage. The fact, therefore, was 
brought home to the members, who discussed 
it; and Mr. William D. Kelley, Chairman of 
the Committee on Coinage, Weights, and 
Measures, said in reporting the bill to, the 
House that it had deon most carefully and 
deliberately considered by the committee, 
who had gone over it line by line and word 
by word. Although he subsequently joined 
the advocates of free coinage he said‘on that 
pccasion: It is impossible to retain the 
double standard.“ 

It is the fashion to denounce Senator Sher- 
man as the arch-conspirator against silver in 
1873. The fact is his name is associated 
with the measure mostly by reason of the cir- 
cumstance that he was the Chairman of the 
Finance committee which reported the bill to 
the Senate. But the record shows that he 
voted againat the measure. Also it shows that 
Senator Stewart of, Nevada voted to drop the 
silver dollar. Beides voting Stewart made 
speeches in favor of dropp ng the silver dol- 
lar. On one of these occasions he declared 
in the Senate: “I want the standard gold, and 
ho paper money not redeemabie in gold. No | 


It is most important to remember that the 
bimetallism which is favored by the friends 
of silver“ in Europe isa radically different 
thing from the alleged bimetallism which 
has been shouted for by the free silver ex- 
tremists in this country. The foreigners may 
expect the bimetallism they ask for would 
cause a sufficient amount of inflaton to bring 
about a moderate rise in prices, but they 
have no idea of putting silver into a position 
where it would drive out the gold. They may 
be right, or may be wrong, in supposing the 
chang? they suggest would give appreciable 
rélief to the dullness of trade and from the 
complained of relation between the wage 
scale for labor and the cost of the 
things which the wage-toiler has to buy 
with his money. Possibly they are wrong, as 
there would seem to be at present an abund- 
ance of money, so much of it that it is hard 
to find employment for itat very low rates 
of interest, and the supply of gold is rapidly 
increasing. As stated by Secretary Morton in 
a recent article the folks who demand a great- 
er per capita supply of money generally con- 
found that with a greater distribution, and it 
matters not how much money there may be 


who have neither personal service nor the 
products of labor to sell to persons who want 
one or the other at the prices demanded for 


them. 


THE SCHOOL TEACHERS’ PENSION BILL, 
The bill for the formation of a school teach- 
ers’ pension fund in this city has been intro- 
duced at last. The mainstay of the fund will 
be the contributions made by the teachers 
themselves, which must not exceed 1 per cent 
of their salaries. To the sum thus obtained 
is to be added all moneys forfeited or with- 
held from teachers by reason of their absence 
from duty or other cause, and any donations, 
legacies, or bequests which may be made, 

A female teacher is eligible for retiracy 
after she has taught twenty years, three-fifths 
of the time in this city. The more sturdy 
male teachers are required to toil for twenty- 
five years. The pension paid is to be half the 
salary received at the date of retirement, but 
must not exceed a thousand dollars, 

At the time this scheme was first proposed 
Tun Tarnung stated that the practival diffi- 
culty might be that the number of persons en- 
titled to pensions would grow more rapidly 
than did the fund from which to pay them. 
For there are at this moment teachers who will 
» beeligible for pensions and there will be many 
more in the next few years, while the fund at 
first will be very small, 

That difficulty has not been obviated. The 
bill provides that any teacher after having 
served the necessary number of years shall 
have the right to retire and become a bene- 
fiviary under this act.“ There will be more 
or less dissatisfaction if several should want 
to retire and there should be no money with 
which to pension all of them. 

The bill, however, empowers the Board of 
Education by a majority vote of all its mem- 
bers to retire any teacher who may have 
served the necessary number of years. It is 
not im possible that the board in tha event of 
the passage of the bill will use this power to 
put on the pension list the teachers whose use- 
fulness is atan end, but whom it dislikes to 
dismiss. Thos for some time there will be no 
money with which to pension off teachers 
who have served the requisite number of 
years and are desirous to retire but who are 
yet able to do service, On the other hand it 
may be that many who are entitled to retire 
will not want to do so, preferring 2 whole 
to the half pay.

and ereate a vacancy merely that he may 
secure promotion. 


select Federal Judges from the State judi- 
ciliary. Thus far Mr. Cleveland has sedulous- 
ly avoided doing it. He has preferred to take 
young, vigorous, active men, from the ranks 
of the profession, rather than to tempt from 
their places Judges whom ‘the people had 
elected for tixed terms with an expectation 
that they would serve them out, and to create 
unexpected „Leon the State bench. 

Nor when it comes to filling a position like 
this Circuit Judgeship should the fact that a 
candidate was once a partner of the Chief 
Justice be looked on as something which out- 
weighs all objections. On the contrary, the 
general feeling will be that a firm one of 
whose members is Chief Justice while the 
other is a State Judge has fared very well and 
should not ask for additional favors. Under 
all the circumstances it would be hardly in 
good taste for the Chief Justice to urge upon 
the President the name of a man on whose 
services the Cook County voters have a lien 
for some time yet. 


Senator O’Brren’s bill for an act regulat- 
ing gas companies and corporations, pro- 
viding that the expense of laying and repairing 
gas pipes or mains shail be borne by the com- 
panies instead of the taxpayers,” hardly 
4 fills the bill.“ It requires that the company 
shall put mains and pipes in any ana all 
street, as required from time to time, upon 
an order from the City Council or Village 
Board of Trustees, but seems not to have a 
word for the protection of taxpayers from 
great expense by the ruining of pavements 
that are torn up quickly ard put down loosely | 
under such .orders. If the bill as reported 
should become a law without amendment it 
would permit the companies to have their 
own sweet will with the street pavements of 
this and other cities as in times past, inflicting 
hundreds of thousands of dollars of damage 
per year upon the folks who are unfortu- 
nate enough to own property abutting on the 
Chicago streets torn up by the companies. 
The bill provides a penalty of $5,000 fine 
and a forfeiture of its franchise in case a gas 
company fails to comply with an order to lay 
pipes or mains. It had better provide a heavy 
penalty for every proved case of substantial 
damage to the streets resulting from the 
„work of men acting under orders from the 
company. The folks who have gas to sell 
generally are willing to putin pipes wherea 
sufficient number of consumers want the 
service, They never are willing to put the 
pavements in as good shape as they find them. 


Here Scuozgyiun« of the German Reichstag 
seems to be the possessor of more sound sense 
than usually is credited to the men who pose 
as “Social Democrats” in Germany. He 
holds that the introduction of bimetallism 
would lead to a fall in the value of the cur- 
rency, and would promise nothing but a hope- 
less future to the workingman. There is no 
doubt he is right in believing that- whatever 
rise in prices would be due to a more copious 
use of silver would tend more to the benefit 
of the upper classes than to that of the toilers, 
This must be believed by those who, 


with Count Mirbach, think the adoption of 


a silver standard would enable this or any 
other nation to capture trade. Forif the 
change would do this it could only be by en- 
abling the producers of goods to manufacture 
them more cheaply than now, which cannot 
mean anything less than that the wages to be 
paid to the workers would be less in propor- 
tion to the cost to them of the necessaries of 
life. This really is what the free silverite 
leaders in the United States are counting on. 
They have an idea that the wages of the toil- 
ers would not be increased in the inverse 
ratio of decline in the value of the unit of 
currency in which those wages are paid. It 
is strange the workingmen of the United 
States cannot see this more generally than 
they do, 


Tus Alabama Legislature has passed a bill 
providing for an issue of gold bonds for the 
narpose of funding the bonded debt of the 
State. The original bill provided that the 
bonds should be made payable in gold. The 
House amended this to make them payable 
in “lawful money.“ but the Senate struck 
out these words and substituted gold there- 
tor. With this the House concurred, It was 


be floated profitably, and this may have been 
emphasized by reference to tiie terms of the 
loan negotiated this month by the United 
States, under which bonds rated as worth 
$100 if made payable in gold are rated as 
worth only 644¢ cents when made payable in

Was the 
ship riding at anchor? Feb. 4 the disabled 
liner stood at lungitude 61° 41’. latitude 42°

The ship is 
driven to death through unbroken gloom. 
But knowing that such help as van be given is 
on those unseen shores the fog horn screams 
abore the blast, the signal guns boom, the 
ship’s bell sends afaint tinkle over the water, 
a tar barrel is burned from the bow in hopes 
that the patrolmen on the shore may reach 
the vessel when it goes aground on the bar. 

No life-boat: can reach it or rescue be at- 
tempted until, with a long grinding shudder 
dog bull, the keel buries its nose in tne sand.

Sailing vessels multiplied fast as Canada and 
the United States began to be settled, ** Mys- 
teries of the sea were common. Ships 
sailed ovt and never rode into any harbor.

ered was apt to be exclusive. The wreckers 
on Sable Island -had ‘exclusive news also, 
They merely etaid at home and the sea emp- 
tied treasures in their lans. They had plenty 
of time te sack the ships and the pirates came 
oes Serene: their gains and no questions were 
asked. 

No person shipwrecked on Sable Island 
ever reached the mainland alive fora period 
of 150 years! Here, secure from the law, 
protected by the ‘very danger that surrounded 
them, the wreekers. miurdered and plundered 
for six generations. So intent were they 
upon this business that they did not realize a 
new danger to themselves. The swine left by 
the Portingals for God and humanity 
through ghoulish feasting on corpses turned 
on colony, many a desperate battle 
“was fought. between man and beast, until 
large numbers of both were driven into the 
sea before the devils were cast out of either. 
Even now, the shiftmg of the sands after a 
germ brings to light the skeletons ofa wild

It vas a ghost again that marked the new 
e .

Those who escaped were killed by the 
wreckers, A Oapt. Torrens was sentto tho 
rescue from lifax, and his boat was 
wrecked and sacked. He managed to escape 
to the mainiand, but not until, when hidden 
in a gully, he was visited by a ghost. 

The poor lady was weeping bitterly, and 
held up to him the stump of a finger that had 
been cut by the pirated for a ring. 

“Upon my soul! I believe you are Lady 
Copeland,“ said the Captain, for he was high- 
ly connected and had been at court in En- 
gland. 

The lady bowed gravely and vanished. She 
came back once more and held up the finger 
again.

Life on Sable-Island is a meteorological 
tragedy. ‘he diary of a day reads like a 
ship’s log, with but little to indicate that 
earth is under py Sage It is earth, but it is 
not terra firma. island lies twice nine 
leagues away from any shore, sprawling like 
some colossal dying Saurian on the buffeting 
waves, its sides sloughing off into the sea like 
proud flesh from wounds. Helpless and inert 
it lies, itself tne plaything of the sea as much 
as any ship wrecked on its coast. 

Morning: Wind S. S. W.; fog; surf driving 
this way and that; empty burrei comes ashore; 
shifting of some sand ridge disctosing the 
bleaching ribs ofa ship that went aground u 
century ago, broken like a reed on sand 80 
soit and fine that u clean track is left where a 
stormy petrél alights on it; yet so stanchly 
built is the hull that the timbers are good for 
firew yet. The little band of men of the 
life saving station get to work and remove the 
wood before another change, in the wind can 
cover it ali up again. 6 

The live stock is to be fed, the hay cut in 
season, cranberries. gathered, and the peace- 
ful cuiture of ¢abbages is carried on, A sud- 
den sickening as a baby’s skull is turned over 
by the hoe! It is a day in June, one of those 
rare, rare days when the government cutter 
may be expected, 

There is a man on the lockout. And now 
a strip of bunting crawis up the signal staff— 
the mast of a liner—and a red flag flutters in 
the breeze. Nine miles out an answering flag 
waves at a masthead. The men drop their 
tools, run to the beach, and get out the life- 
beat 


A lifoboat on these sparkling waters! It is 
like Lake Michigan when our justly cele- 
brated is in dh amiabfe mood, all a shimmer 
and a sparkle of dancing waves. But yes, it 
is a lifeboat that they load ou wagon wheels 
and draw to the shore with the shaggy island 
ponive, Every motion ot the cutter is anx- 
ſously scanned. Surely it can come in. Gulls 
are feeding five miles out, but yet that treach- 
erous belt of surf glitters on the bars. 

As the gay little cutter comes in a person 
on its deck sees a zone of surf seething up 
from unknown depths of ocean where the 
old sea war is still én. There is not enough 
wind to riffle a guli’s wing, yet this bubble, 
bubble, toll, and trouble! Now the surf 
breaks on a sand ridge with a cutting swish 
of its venemous tail and dashes a bit of rotten 
sail hangiug from a suddenly revealed yard 
arm. 

There is d sutleh boom and the gulls with a 
scream descend on a new fishing ground 
brought up from the deeps. Now the breeze 
gambols with the petrels and coquettes with 
the sails of the cutter, suddenly bowling her al- 
most over and righting her again with a 
smart, spanking wind on the other side. 

The cutter is cautious. Petrels flit before 
it and the wind behind it. Ifa flock of gulis 
scream landward or a tongue of spray lick 
out the boat will claw off the coast, scud out 
forty miles to sen, and run for its life! 

The men haul the boat back and wait for 
morning, cheerful in the knowledge that the 
cutter will stand by and make a landing if it 
takes all summer. Day after day this melo- 
‘drama is reéaacted, with the surf as heavy 
villain—threatening every day to become 
tragedy to the stanch little boat and to the 
small group of islanders. For there are let- 
ters, provisions, stores, a medal for some 
member of the colony, perhaps. There are 
nearly always shipwrecked people on the 
island anxious for home and friends. 

When the cutter puts about and runs out to 
sea those waiting to be rescued fall on the 
beach and. weep. Day after day it comes up, 
tantalizes their eyes with visions of home, 
only to flit and tade like an ignus fatuus. 

The Superintendent of the station leads 
them back to the Sailor's Rest,“ over whose 
door is the single word, Hope. It is snug 
and T2 and strongly built. Let 
some waif of the sea intrudes. A library is 
made up of water etained books; a carved 
figurehead, sole flotsam of some nameless 
wreck, is im wm the bricks of the 
chimney. 

The bell of a wrecked ship calls to prayers 
—the same bell that came riding in on the 
billows—tollinga knell for the passing ves- 
sel every time it was canght up on the crest 
of a wave. The Superintendent uses a cap- 
stan for a readme desk and has his breast 
cov with medals for brave deeds. The 
cheeftullest hymn has a dirgelike undertone, 
from the restiess surf-beating a monotonous 
chant on the bar. 

The next day the cutter creeps in again 
cautiously. runs up a flag, and is warned off

Now some wild ponies, belted and tied. are 
hoisted up for the Halifax market—salvage 
from wrecks; barrels of cranberries, if later 
in the season. Sc une of these things get into 
the water and bullet-headed seals bob up 
around the lifeboat. Thwack! Asailor’s oar 
comes down and he tosses a seal on deck asa 
present. They all have yellow fur caps in 
winter. | 

Hurry! The cutter drops astern already, 
One last message'shouted above the rouring 
of the surf and screaming of gulls, and the 
cutter is scudding fat out beyond that cones 
of sparkling spray. The men pull lustily 
ashore and ride in on the crest of a wave and 
the keel is buried in the sand. They jum 
out and pull the boat up; load it on the broad- 
tired wheels, and go back to headquarters. 
Before night everything is under sheiter and 
life goes on without interruption for four 
months, when the cutter returns with stores 
for the long Winter. 

The station isin a sheltered ravine, shut 
out from the sea on All sides. It is bounded 
by hummocks of sand, mottled with patches 
of gray-green grass, upon whith sea birds of

28 are traces of an @ncampment—a coin 
touched by un iron finger in the mint of the 
great Elizabeth, and the bit of goid remem- 
ders that touch yet, and tells now long it has 
lain in these uncorfoding sands. A knife, a 
dirk, a pair of flints, a bok of treasure. It. is 
well, even yet, that no one is permitted on the 
island but government employés, for there is 
treasure.

the sea. White curtains flutter at the win- 
dows, where pots of brilliant flowers bloom. 
Women go about their household duties, and 
a half-dozen children shout and play.

The spot where 
the Superintendent’s house stood fifty years 
ago is now three miles out at sea, under 
fathoms of «ater. The island is tossed into 
fantastic shapes by every gale and slides in- 
sidiously into the sea on the tranquillest day. 

It is 3 — in ine sand, so 
every ove rides the tough, long maned and 
tailed ponies for which the island is famous. 
Only the hardiest of the men venture a canter 
along the beach where a wrecks gape 
and grin at him, where the surf plays tricks 
with the — 1 tail, where the seals lie banked 
on the shore and scamper away from the 
hoofs of the nimble beast he rides.

Sahara spreads fora mile, a 
prairie opens, covered with a jungle of grass, 
a tiny lake ripples at the leet, k precipice—of 
sand—drops sheer to the ocean. The weight 
of a finger might send it sliding into the sea.

blood into a milky sea of fog. Then comes 
the dark with a moaning, and the graveyard 
opens.

Outside two men patrol the shores on the 
tough ponies. Terrific waves, no longer torn to 
shreds, lift as high as any point on the low- 
lymg island, They aweep the mountains of 
sand out of their path. Far down the bar 
spectral lights gleam out ot the hulls of old 
ships. Sometimes the .wind screams like a 
woman or wails like a babe. Sometimes there 
are curses. The — man is supersti- 
tious. He knows these things are true, but 
he remains at bis post. . 

The pony’s long tail lashes his face. Now 
there is a sound, nota ghöstly echo. A sullen 
boom! Is it the billows? Again it comes! If 
the fog lifts a little or is blown back by the 
storm the dark hull of a vessel may be seen 
grinding on the bar. 

‘A wreck! a wreck!”’ 

The whole force of sixteen men swarm out 
of headquarters like firemen at the tap of the 
bell. The women warm the stores of clothing 
and make coffee and soup. The men buckle 
the ponies to the wagons that contain the life 
boats and lines and they ali make for the bar 
as fast as wind and waves will let them. Un- 
less the vessel is actually grounded they can 
do nothing but throw a line, If the keel is 
fast no matter how the stern end is pounding 
the shipwrecked can be taken off in the boats. 

Fortunately they are nearly always fishing 
smacks or coast vessels with only men on 
board, and the work of rescue is not so diffi- 
cult, But even men are straws when masts 
and ship timbers are nothmg but reeds it. the 
gale. But these grim tales have their gleams 
of hufmor. A whaling vessel had grounded 
and in the dim morning light the steward was 
missed. Everybudy had given him up for 
lost when he pu: his head out of a port-hole 
and heid up a steaming coffee pot. 

Hurry up, now; all aboard! Last call to 
breakfast. 

For eu month after a wreck there is plenty 
to do in taking care of the salvage. Every- 
thing is saved that can be aud the hull is left 
to rot and bieach on the bar or is cut up for 
firewood. Those rescued wait for weary 
months to be taken off by the government 
cutter. 

Sometimes the ones in peril cannot be res- 
cued and the men on shore watch the great 
black hull struggle, flounder, and plunge 
headlong into the sea h all its living 
freight. For days afterward swollen corrses 
will float up and receive burial, only to be 
washed out of their graves mto the maw of 
the sea and throwo back scornfully unt ii at 
last their dismembered botics are soattered 
along fifty miles of wave-washed shore,

RURAL LIGHTS IN OITY LIFE 


Some of the Wars in Which Men Show 
Their Country Origin. 

Chicago being a very young as well as a 
very large city its population has been made 
up largely at the ex beute of otner localities, 
and of these residents; from elsewhere a large 
proportion come either from the country or 
from provincial towns where all the streets 
lead to corntields as all thoroughfares once led 
to Rome. 

It is not easy to distinguish the country 
bred from the city bred man by any external 
marks. When the future great first comes 
to the metropolis he may for atime wear 
paper collars and ready made ties, just as 
they do in small towns where laundries are 
unknown and a four-in-h searf is consid- 
ered an affectation. He may be too direct in 
his manners and too unconventional in his 
dress, but a little contact with the city world 
soon remedies the former defect—so called 
for the purposes of this narrative—and a 
brief aequaintance with a tailor readiiy ad- 
justs the latter. So far as the outward man 
goes the difference between the city youth 
and the country youth, following Herr Teu- 
feladroch’s philosophy, is argely, if 
not wholly, a question of clothes. 
But aside from the matter of dress 
and manners there are certain characteristics 
which continue ta mark the citizen from the 
country. If nature gets sufficiently near to a 
man for any considerable period of his life 
che leu ves impre-siong on his mental retina 
which are never quite effaced by any subse-

Chemulpo’s 
origin is said to be as follows: The Japanese 
Government, représented at Seoul by a very 
able and shrewd man called Hanabusa, had 
repeatedly urged the Corean King to open to 
Jafanese trade a port somewhat nearer to the 
capital. Though the King was personally in- 
clined to enter into friendly negotiatons, 
there were many of the anti-foreign party 
who would not hear of the project; but such 
was the pressure brought to bear by the skill- 
ful Japanese, and so persuasive were the King’s 
arguments, that, after much pour-parleying, 
the latter finally gave way, Towards the end 
of 1880 the Mikado’s envoy, accompanied 
by a number of officials, proceeded from the 
capital to the Imperatrice Gulf ana selected 
an appropriate spot on which to raise the now

The name Corea, or Korea, according to the 
present traveler, may as well be discarded as 
useless, because the real native name now 
used is chosen, though occasionally in the 
vernacuiar the kingdom goes 4 the name of. 

ut the name 
of Korai has been entirely abandoned by the 
modern Cureans. The meaning of the word 
“ Cho-sen is very poetic—viz: The Land 
of the Morning Calm.“ The country is also 
known as the Hermit Realm,“ but its cov- 
eted retirement has been a m rather 
than a reality, 

The Coreans look neither like the Chinese 
nor the Japanese, though they bear a resem- 
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blance to the other peoples of Mongolian 
origin. Some are almost white and have feat- 
ures approaching the Aryan; these belong to 
the higher classes in the kmgdom. The 
more common type is the yellow-skinned 
face with stanting eyes, high cheek bones, and 
thick, hangmg lip In the cnolie classes will 
be found men as black as Africans or like the 
people of Asia Minor. Mr. Savage- 
Landor eays that taken altogether, 
the Corean is a fine looking fellow, 
his face oval-shaped and generally long when 
seen fu l face, but slightly concave in profile, 
the nose being somewhat flat at the bridge 
between the eyes, possessing wide nos- 
trils’’ The Ups are heavy, the upper one 
turned up and showing the teeth, while the 
lower hangs down, denoting no strength of 
character. Bachelors in Corea are obliged by 
law to let their hair grow long, while married 
men are distinguished by a top-knot. A bach- 
elor is a mark for ridicule; for to be a bach. 
elor implies one of two things—either you are 
a fool or you have not a penny to live upon. 
Bachelors again are not allowed to wear hats; 
but when one regards the hats that are 
sketcLed by Mr. Savage-Landor this law can 
hardly be regarded in the light of a depriva- 
tion. The Corean hat is a wonderful work of 
art, for it is made of horsehair, or more com- 
monly of split bamboo so finely cut in threads 
as to resemble white horsehair. A thin bam- 
boo frame keeps it well together and gives to 
it a certain solidity, but though varnished 
over it protects one’s head from neither sun, 
wind, nor rain, It is considered a rude thing 
in Corea to take one’s hat off even in the 
house; and it is therefore provided with two 
hooks at the sides of the central cone, to each 
of which a white ribbon is attached to be tied 
under the chin when the hat is worn. 

The Corean is aa unfortunate being. He 
has no pockets. If his hands are cold he 
must warm them by sticking them down his 
belt into his trousers, and if he be in company 
with people be can generate a certain amount 
of heat by puiting each into the other arm’s 
sleeve. As for the money, tobacco, etc., that 
he wants to earry, he is compelled to provide 
himself with little silk bags, which he attaches 
to his waistband or to the ribbon of his coat. 
“These bags are generally of orange color or 
blue, and they relieve a little the monctony of 
the evérlasting white dresses. 

The women of Cho-sen, with the exception 
of the lower classes, are kept in seclusion. 
They seldom go out, but when they do 
cover their faces with white or green hoods, 
They wear huge padded trousers similar to 
those of the men, but over these they wear 
also a short skirt tied high over the waist. 
Skirt and trousers are genéraliy white. A 
tiny jacket, white, red, or green, completes 
the wardrobe, one peculiarity of which is that 
the breasts are left uncovered. This is an 
uncomfortable fashion, as the climate of 
Corea is colder than that df Russia or Cana- 
da. Mr. Savage-Landor being an artist had 
to see a good deal of the Corean damsels, in 
the way of business, of course, and he found 
them much as girls are everywhere on earth. 
He says of a good-looking one: 

Look at her sad little oval face, with arched 
eyebrows and with jet black, almond-shaped 
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A strange custom in Corea is the privilege 
accorded to women to walk about the streets 
of the town at night after dark, while the men 
are confined to the house from about an hour 
after sunset and, until lately, were severely 
punished both with imprisonment and flog- 
ging if found walking about the streets dur-

ing women's beurs. Members of the 
gentier sex are therefore allowed to parade 
the streets and go and calls on their par- 
ents and lady friends until a late hour of the 
night without fear of dis- 
turbed male portion of the 
community. Few, however, avail themselves 
of the privilege. for unfortunately in 
Corea there are many tigers and leopards, 
which, disregarding the early closing of the 
city gates, climb with great ease over the 22 
wall and take nightly peregrinations over 

town, eating up ail dogs which they find 
ou their way atid occasionally even human 
beings. Tigers have actuaily been known to 
rudely run their paws through the paper win-

— — same peacelully in the middle of the 
street. 

The Corean woman is a slave. She is used 
for pleasure and work. She can nefther 
speak nor make any ob:zervations, and never 
is she allowed to see any man other than her 
husband. She has the t of the road in the 
streets, and the men are courteous to her. 
Not only do the men make room for her to 
pass, but even turn their faces aside so as 
not to gaze at her. There are numberless 
stories of a tragic character in Corean litera- 
ture of lovely maidens who have committed 
suicide, or have been murdered by their hus- 
bands, brothers, or fathers, only for having 
been seen by men, and even to 
present day a husband would be considered 
quite justified in the eye of the law if he were 
to kill his wife for the great sin of having 
spoken to another man but himself! A widow 
of the upper ciass is not allowed to remarry, 
and if she claims any pretense of having loved 
ber late husband she ought to try to follow 
him to the other world at tne earliest conven- 
ience dy committing the jamun, a simple 
performance by which tne devoted wife is 
only expected to cut her throat or rip herself

which are sup be embodied there 
with all their good and evil qualities. The 
Coreans have an especial veneration for the 
tiger, the emblem of supernatura! strength, 
courage, and digdity. Now when’ veneration 
comes into play the . as 
a rule, soon takes the place of the 
ordinary, especially in the stern mind, 
which is rather addicted to let itself be 
run away with by its imagiration. So the 
tiger, as though it were not sufficiently gifted 
already with evil qualities of a more mun- 
dane order, is often depicted by native geni- 
uses a» having also the power of flying, pro- 
ducing lightning, and spitting fire: and not 
only „but as able to walk on flames with- 
out feeling the slightest inconvenience, and 
manipulate blazing fire as one would a fan in 
everyday use. Or flags, pictures, and em- 
broideries the tiger is often represented by 
native artists. 

Next to the 2 the animal most cherished 
by the Coreans is the tortowe, To it are ap- 
plied all the good qualitie that the tiger 
wants; for example, thoughtfulness, a retir- 
ing nature, humility, gentieness, steadiness, 
and patience; these being all symbolized by 
this shelled amphibious animal, which, in the 
minds of many Eastern Asiatics, was the basis 
upon which, in later times, were built the ru- 
diments of mathematics and wisdom. In 
Corea the principal quality attributed to the 
tortoise is long lite; wherefore, it has been 
handed down trom early times go the present 
day as the emblem of longevity: 

How modern inventions are received in 
Corea is illustrated by one anecdote told by 
Mr. Savage-Landor in this work. It relates to 
telephones and is to this effect: 

A few months previous to my visit to Seoul, a 
foreigner had visited the Ki soliciting orders 
for the installation of telephones. The King, 
being much astounded and pleased at the won- 
derful invention, immediately, at great expense, 
set about connecting by telephone the tomb of 
the Queen Dowager with the paiace—a dis- 
tance of several miles! Neediess to say, though 
many hours a day were spent by bis Majesty and 
his suite in listening at their end of the teie- 
phone, and a watchman kept all night in case 
the Queen Dowager should wake up from her 
eternal sleep, not a message, or a sound, or mur- 
mut even, was beard, which result caused the tele- 
phone to be condemned as a fraud by his Majesty 
the King of Cho-sen. 

Mr. Savage-Landor, being an aaah, 
is of course a cold water fiend; and he makes 
many reflections on the Coreaus because of 
their lack of cleanlinéss. It appears that the 
Japanese who are colonized there carry on 
their custom of bathing in water of a boiling 
— temperature. He does not object to the 

otness so much as to the dirtiness of tne 
water, which reminds him of the following: 

I remember well how horrified I was one even- 
ing in the Land of the Rising Sun, when on vis- 
iting a small village I was, as a matter of polite- 
ness on their part, requested to join the bath. 
Being a novice at Japanese experiences, and as 
their request was so pressing, I thanked them 
and accepted; whereupon I was buoyantly led to 
the bath. O what a sight! Three skinny old 
women, “disgraces,’’ I may almost cali them, 
for certainly they could not be classified under 
the designation of graces,“ were — in a

Such are the different 
customs of different people. 

It is agreat mistake to suppose that the good- 
natured of Cho-sen possesses a harem as 
bie as that of the Sultan of Turkey: indeed, the 
contrary is the fact. He is quite satisfied with 
a single wife—that is to say, the Queen. Need- 
less to say, however, were the custom other 
wise, he certalgly would not be the person to ob- 
ject to the institution, for his predecess- 
ors undoubtedly indulged in such an ex 
travagance. The real truth is the King of Cho- 
sen has married a little lady stronger minded 
than himself, and is compeiled to keep on his 
best behavior and see to it that he does not get 
into trouble. There are bad tongues in Seoul 
who say that the Queen actually cules the King. 
and therefore, through bim. country, and 
that he is more afraid of her Gracious Majesty, 
his wife, than of the very devil himself. 

The Queen is a looking, youngish woman, 

ounger than the King, and has all her witsabout 

er. She is said to much in favor of the 
emancipation of the Corean woman, but she has 
made no actual effort that I am aware of to mod- 
ify the comparatively strict rules of their se- 
clusion. She comes of ong of the oldest fami- 
lies in Cho-sen, by a long way the noblest, 
that of the Mins. She treats herself to countiess 
court ladies, varying in number between a score 
and 800, according to the wants of the court at 
different times.

hensible things that they do in England. 
Grant Allen is supposed to be a scientist, but 
I fancy that he has found pandering to de- 
praved tastes more remunerative than scien- 
tific research ; hence the stories that flow from 
his pen.

Once in a while, even when immersed in 
the cares of state, Washington would write in 
an airy vein to his friends and relatives. 
Nelly Custis, Mrs. Washington’s grand- 
daughter, wrote to him describing a grand 
ball at Georgetown. Washington replies: 

Let me touch a little now on your George- 


town ball, and happy, thrice happy, for the 


fair who were assembled on the occasion that 
there was a man to spare, for had there been 


_pevénty-nine ladies and only seventy-eight 


genticmen there might, in the course of the 
evening, have been some disorder among the 
caps, notwithstanding the apathy which one 
of the company efitertains for the ‘ youth’ 
of the present day, and her determination 


never to give herself a moment’s uneasiness 


on account of any of them? A hint here: 
men and women feel the same inclinations 
towards each other now that they always have 
done and which they will continue to do until 
there is a new order of things; and you, as 
others have done, may find, perhaps, that the 


' passions of your sex are easier raised than al- 
layed. Do not therefore boast too soon or 


too strongly of your insensibility to or resist- 
ance of its powers. In the composition of the 


human frame there is a good deal of inflam- 


mable matter, however dormant it may lay 


for atime; and, like an intimate acquaint- 


ance of yours, when the torch is put to it that 
which is within you may burst into a blaze. 
He conciudes with some advice as to the pre- 
cautions she should take before engaging her 
heart to any man. 


But it was asa business-man that Washington 
excelled as a letter writer. While he was 
absent in the army he was shockingly swindied 
re was one Gilbert 
Simpson, who had taken one of Washington’s 
flour mille west of the mountains to run in 
partnership. Simpson made no returns of 


_ any kind, and was said to be getting rich. 


Washington wrote him a vigorous letter de- 


. Mending a settlement, and said: The world 
- does not seruple to say that you have been 


much more attentive to your own interest 
than to mine. ButI hope your accounts will 
give the lie to these repurts by showing that 
something more than your own emolument 
was intended by the partnership; and that 
you have acted like an honest, industrious, 
= 3 man, for the mutual interest of us 
Simpson rendered the account and paid in 
iement a large sum in Virginia paper 
y, then legal tender, that wasn’t worth a 
farthing on the dollar. At an auction sale in 
Philadelphia a few years ago a package of 
seventy-nine pieces of Virginia paper money 
of various nominations was sold. The 
wrapper bore the indorsement in Washing- 
ton’s handwriting, Given by Gilb Simpson, 
19 June, 1784, to G. Washington.“ 


But they did not all get off quite so easily 
as Mr. Simpson. An extract or so from a 
letter to Mr. James Welch will show how he 
could talk to a delinquent when the case de- 


sanded it: , 
** Mount Versor, 23d April, 1799.—Sir: I 
have received your letters of the 10th of 
March from § Rockingham County, and 
although I have no expectation of deriving 
any payment from your Kentucky expedition, 
yet I will (inconvenient as it is to me) wait 
awhile longer to know the result of it, desir- 
ing you to be persuaded in the meantime 
that you have not got a person now th 
will be trifled with in your dealings 
I will, before I conclude, assure you in the 
most unequivocal terms of two things: First, 
iam in extreme want of the money which 
you gave me asolemn promise I should re- 
ceive the ist of January last; and secondly, 
that however you may have succeeded in im- 
posing upon and deceiving others, you shall 
not practice the hke game with me with im- 
punity. Consider this letter well; and then 
Write without any deception to, sir, your most 
nt, Fond WASHINGTON. 


While he was President he wrote to one of 
his employés‘at Mount Vernon as follows: 

“By a letter ‘which I have just received 
from my nephew, Mr. Lewis, at Mount Ver- 
non, he informs me that you are applying to 
have your wages raised. This, I think, was 
the case last year, and may be the case another 
year.

atid Washington retired from the Presi- 
dency and ‘returned to Mount Vernon he 
formed the plan of renting the various farms 
into which his estate was divided to English 
farmers if he could get them. Hé accoraing- 
ly wrote to his frie in England, Sir John 
Sinclair and Arthur Young, sendmg them 
maps of his estate showing the size and char- 
acter of the farms and the rental he expected 
from each. Through the influence of Sir 
John Sinclair a farmer named Richard Park- 
inson was induced to make the venture, and 
in 1798 sailed for Norfolk, Va., with horses, 
cattle, and farming stores vf various kinds. 
He met with many delays and misad- 
venturés, but when he reached Mount Vernon 
and saw the farm, he told Washington he 
wouldn’t have it fora gift. He remained in 
the country several years, however, and tried 
farming for A time at Orangehill, near Bal- 
timore. He went back to England and wrote 
a hook entitled, A Tour in America in 1798, 
1799, and 1800. Exhibiting Sketches of So- 
ciety and Manners, and a Particular Account 
of the American System of Agriculture, etc.“ 

This entertaining work is now very scarce. 
It contains much grumbling comment by a 
disappointed Mnglishman on the United 
States and the farming customs of a hundred 
years o Parkinson had a great admira- 
tion for Washington, by whom he was weil 
treated, and he relates a number of stories of 
him that he heard of the General’s methodical 
and strict business ha bits. 

A passenger arriving in his carriage at a 
ferry belonging to Washington offered the 
ferryman a gold moidore. man said, 
„ cannot take it.“ Why not, John?“ He 
replied: “I am only a servant to Gen. 
Washington and I ve no weights to 
weigh it with, and the General will weigh it, 
and if it should not be weight he will not only 
make me the loser, but he will be angry with 
me.” Well, John, you must take-it and I 
will lose three pence in its value.“ The fer- 
ryman did so and he carried it to Gen. Wash- 
ington the Saturday night following. The 
General weighed it and it was not weight. It 
wanted three half pence. He carefully 
wrapped up three half pence ina piece of 
paper and instructed the ferryman to give it 
to the passenger on his return. 


While away from home during the war 
Washington employed a plasterer from Balti- 
more to plaster a room at Mount Vernon. 
The room was measured and the plasterer’s 
bill paid by the steward. When the General 
returned home he measured the room and 
found that the ‘plasterer had been overpaid 
15 shillings. eatitinie the plasterer died 
and the 9 advertised in the newspapers 
that she would receive the dues and pay the 
debts of the estate. Washington sent in his 
demand for the 15 shillings and was paid. 


Another time a man came to Mount Ver- 
non to pay rent, and he did not have the ex- 
act balance due the General. When the 
money was counted he said: “There wants 
four pence.” The tenant threwdowna dol- 
lar, and desired him to put it to thamext 
year’s account, No, be must get the change 
and leave the mohey on the table until he had 
got it, The man was obliged to ride to Alex- 
andria, a distance of nine miles, get the 
change and bring it back, and then the Gen- 
eral settled the account. 


Parkinson adds: It may be worthy the 
reader’s notice to observe what regularity 
does, since there cannot be any other particu- 
lar reason given for Gen. Washington's 
superior powers than his correctness that 
made him able to govern that wild country. 
for it was the opinion of many of his most 
intimate friends that his intellects were not 
brighter than those of many other men. To 
me he appeared a mild, friendly man; in 
company rather reserved, in private speaking 
with candor.. His behavior to me was such 
that I shall ever-revere Lis name. Before he 
died Gen. ington himself, with his own 
hands, cl His eyes and mouth.“

In the division of the original estate a 
plantation overicoking the Potomac fell to 
the share of Lawrence Washington and the 
Fredericks ro to George, the 
ounger half-brother. wrence named his 
noll, with its outlying acres. Mount Vernon, 
in honor of a mili friend under whom he 
had served-Admiral Vernon of the English 
navy. By the N „ of Lawrence Wash- 
ington and that of only child, a daughter, 
Mount Vernon was unexpectedly added to the 
prssessions of the younger brother. 


Ships of peace n speed and toll bells 
in passing Mount Vernon, while men-of-war 
fire salutes. In 1856 the property was bought 
by an association of ladies and made a na- 
tional shrine. It is fifteen miles below the 
Spe of Washington, and reached by daily 

ts. 


Through an iron-ribbed door of the red 
brick tomb on the hillside may be seen the 
coffins of George and Martha Washington, 
The key of this tomb was. thrown into the Po- 
tomac During the civil war Mount Vernon 
and its mausoleum were sacrediy respected 
by both armies. “ 

In a letter to Henry Knox, written shortly 
before starting to New York in 1789, Wasb- 
ington thus expressed himself: My wove- 
ments to the chair of government will be ac- 
companied by feelings not unlike those of a 
culprit who is gomg'to his place of execution. 
Integrity and fi muess are all I can promise.“ 


At the City Tavern of Philadelphia a 
grand banquet was accorded the President- 
elect, at which sat Gown with him the mem- 
bers of the first Continental Congress and 
all the clergy and respectable strangers in 
the city.“ Among the fourteen toasts pro- 
posed on that occasi chof which was 
greeted bya salvo of ‘artillery—was one to 
* His Most Christian Majesty, Our Great and 
Good Ally, Louis XVI. of Frapce’’; one to 
His Catholic pos ay Charles IV. of Spain,“ 
and one to tho United Netherlands.“ 


Fraunce’s Tavern, built in 1710, still stands 
an hietorical landmark: of Old New York. 
Here the Chamber of Commerce was organ- 
ized in 1768, here Washington had his mili- 
tary beadquarters for a time, and here he 
bade farewell to his 6fficers in 1783. 


The integrity of Washington as President 
did not save him from vituperation, especial- 
ly during his second term, The editor of one 
very abusive journal had the cruelty to mail 
him three copies of every attack made upon 
his character and motives. As an exporter of 
farm produzts his integrity was recognized in 
a way that must have been gratifying. Every 
barrel rolled down to the Mount Vernon 


-wharf with Washifgton’s indorsement as 


to quality was passed without legal inspec- 
tion. 


Washington took his oath as President of 
the United States on the page of Genesis 
which records the prephetic blessing of Father 
Jacob upon his twelve sons. There were thir- 
teen incumbents blessed by the Father of 
His Coutitry on that Spring day of 1789. 


Grand fireworks from Fort George cele- 
brated the close of inauguration day. From 
this display Washington went home at 10 
o’clock on foot, the streets being deemed too 
crowded to allow the use of a carriage. The 
residence assigned to the new President was 
an unpretending house in Franklin square,

It is precisely ninety-five years ago this 
month of February that the first biography of 

Washington published after his death was 

given to the world. It bore the imprint of 

Matthew Carey, Philadelphia, and was writ- 

ten by Mason Locke Weems. It was entitied 

„A History of the Life and Death, Virtues 

and Exploits, of Gen. George Washington, 

Faithfully Taken from Authentic Docu. 


ments.“ 

As it is the oldest this is also the best known 
of ull biographies of Washington. There are 
few children that ha ve nat read it, and up to 
at least a comparatively recent period it was 
one of the staples of the booksellers’ shelves. 
Perhaps since the modotm critical spirit has 
entered the ‘prov of biography it may 
have been dtiven from the field, for the crit- 
es do not treat it with the utmost’ cons dera- 
tion. In fact, they scoff at it, for notwith-

standing it purports to be taken from au- 
thentic documents, it would have greatly 
puzzied its author to have produced the 
„ documents.“ be 

It is in this chronicle that we have the first 
versions of those intereat.ng stories of Wash- 
ington’s boyhood upon which American youth 
have been nurtured for nearly a century. 
Here are the hatchet and cherry trees, the 
„ name in the garden, and the plavm sol- 
dier,“ anecdotes with many others that have 
so long charmed us in childhood and caused 
us to smile in manhood. 

Search will be made in vain for these tales 
in the authentic biographies. The ponderous 
Marshall, the stately Everett, the delightful 
Irving, and the painstaking Lossing give none 
of them, for the reason that they had their 
origin in the fertile imagination of Mr. 
Weems, Or else were mere fireside traditions. 

Weems’ Lively Imacination. 

In fact, Parson Weems, as he was called, 
thought it an extremely venial sin to place 
any good story to the eredit of Washington, 
no matter who had been its ‘first hero, and 
when his memory failed his invention was in. 
genious enough to supply its place. What 
he aspired to do was to place an example of 
high morality before American youth, and hé 
succeeded according to his own idea. Toa 

oung person there are no dull lines in this 

k. It is not literature and it is not his-

tory, but it is immensely successful eulogy. 
Take this passage: 

Washington was as pious as Numa, just as 
Aristides, temperate as Epictetus, patriotic as 
Regulus; in giving public trusts, impartial as 
Severus; in victory. modest as Scipio: prudent as 
Fabius, rapid as Marcellus, undaunted as Han- 
nibal ; as Cinginnatus, disinterested; to liberty, 
— Cato; and respectful of the law as Soc- 
ra 

Can such a comparison with the great men 
of antiquity fail to impress the youthful mind 
with the august virtues of the Father of his 
Country? Whocan tell what influence this 
little book had upon the mind of Abraham 
Lincoln when, a ragged and barefooted boy, 
he poured over its fascitiatine pages by fire- 
light in his father’s can? And the penalty 
he paid for it must have im pressed it on him 
all the more. Herndon tells the story: 

The book was borrowed from a close-fisted 
neighbor, Josiah Crawford, and one night, while 
lying on a little shelf near a crack between two 
logs in the Lincoln cabin during a storm, the 
covers were damaged by rain. Crawford as- 
sessed the damage to hia book at 75 cents, and 
the unfortunate borrower was required to pull 
fodder for three days at 25 cents a day in settle 
ment of the account. 

Abraham Lincoln is often called the second 
Washington, and perhaps this story of him is 
no more authentic than many that Weems 
has told of the first Washington, but it is the 
undoubted truth that the book. was one of his 
favorites, was often read by him, and it prob- 
ably bore no small part ip sbapug his char- 
acter. Parson Weems can be forgiven many 
fables if his book accomplished so much, 

Weems wrote other biographies of gur na-

tional celebrities that were only a little less 
popular than that of Washington, particularly 
those of William Penn. Benjamin Franklin, 
and Francis-Marion. They each contain 
anecdotes as amusing and as unreal as those in 
the Washington. But. singulariy enough. 
this man of many biographies has had no 
biographet of his own, though the story of 
his life is well worth relating, Even the ſu- 
defatigable Benson J, Lose ng, who has proba- 


| bly searched the American archives for facts 


concerning every noted American more thor- 
oughly tban any other biographer or his- 
torian, was obliged to admit that he could 
find but little concerning Weems.

a regular minister of the Church bt England. 

He married Fanny Ewell of Virginia July 
2.1795, and thereafter resided at Berlalre, 
near Dumfries, in Virginia, He appears never 
to have been established over any pirisb, 
though he preached more fi uently at Po- 
hick, near Mount Verhon, t. at any other 
place, and hence he sometimes #tyied himself 
the rector of Mount. Vernon: „ This was 
the church Washington attended before the 
revolution. After the war hé attended the 
church at Alexandria. John Davis, a young 
Englishman, who traveled in this country 
during the years 1798 to’ 1802, heard Mr. 
Weems preach in Pohick Church, and after- 
wards had a conversation with him. 

‘A Virginian churchyard on a’ Sunday,“ 
eays Mr. Davis, ** resembles rather a . race- 
ground than u sepulchral ground; the ladies 
a to it in carriages, and the men after dis- 
mounting from their horses make them fast 
to the trees. But the steeples to the Vir. 
ginian churches were designed not for utility, 
but ornament, for the bell is al ways suspend- 
ed toatreea few yards from the church. It 
is also observable that the gate to the church- 
yard is ever carefully locked by the sexton, 
who retires last; so that had Hervey and Gray 
been born in America, the Pr rof Peace 
could not have indulged in his .* Meditations 
Amid the Tombs ’; nor the poet produced tne 
Elegy that has secured him immortality.

Nor was I less stunned with the rattli 
of carriage wheels, the cracking of whips, — 
the vociferations of the gentlemen to the ne- 
groes who accompanied them. But the dis- 
course of Parson Weems calmed every per- 
turbation, for he preached the great — 
trines of salvation, as one who d expe- 
rienced their power. It was easy to discover 
that he felt what -he said, and i so uni- 
form was his piety that he might have applied 
to himself the words. of the prophet: * My 
mouth shall be telling .of the righteousness 
and salvation of Christ all the day long, for I

Mr, Weems was an ardent Mason, and be- 
longed to Lodge No. 50 in Dumfries, but he 
was most of all à temperance lecturer, a 
courageous vocation in those days of univer- 
sal drinking and drunkenness. e wrote a 
pamphlet entitled The Drunkard’s Looking. 
glass, illustrated by cuts showing the pro- 
gressive stages of the drunkard from his first 
taking the social glass until the final scene of 
his death. With this in hand he entered 
taverns, and, addressing the inmates, would 
mimie the actions of an inebriate, and sell the 
pamphlet. ‘ 

Weems wat a man of much wit and geni- 
ality, easily adapting himself te every com- 
puny. To add to his income and supply the 
wants of a growi family he formed a 
connection with Matthew Carey, the Phila- 
deiphia pubiisher, and sold books for him 
through the States of -Virginia, North and 
South Carolina, and Georgia. In a wagon 
laden with an assortment of li ry wares he 
traveled from fair to fair and m court to 
court, always alert. active, and good humored. 
To his other accomplishments he added that 
of fiddler, and was always ready to preach, 
to pray, lecture on temperance, orto fiddle, 
as the emergency demanded, p Meade, 
who knew him personally, says: 

One instance of his good nature is well attested. 
At the old tavern in Caroline County, Va., called 
the White Chimmeys. Mr. Weems some stroll- 
ing players or puppet show men met together 
one night. A notice of some exhibitian had been 
given, and the neighbors had assem to wit- 
ness it. A fiddle was necessary to the full ver- 
formance and that was wanting. Mr. Weems 
supplied the deficiency. 

He had a rare talent for telling stories and 
was a welcome guest wherever appeared, 
When he came of a Sunday to an empty pul- 
pit, no matter what the denomination, he 
would supply it. Bishop Meade relates that 
when he himself was a young. clergyman, and 
absent, Weems supplied his pulpit at Win- 
chester one Sunday, and in the course of bis 
sertcon extolled Tom Paine and one or more 
noted infidels in America, and said if their 
ghosts could return to the earth they would 
be shocked to hear the falsehoods which were 
told of them. These remarks greatly horrified 
his sedate and orthodox hearers, 

Meade also tells how, in lookmg over the 
books Weems had for sale, he found among 
them Paine’s Age of Reason, and remon- 
strated with hi for selling such a book. 
Whereupon Weems took up Bishap Watson’s 
answer to Paine and said: the anti- 
dote. The bane and the antidote are both be- 
fore you.“ There was no arguing with such a 
lively parson as that! He wus undoubtedly 
an odd sort of clergyman, fond af fun and 
the fiddle, and vari little for creeds and 
catechisms, But on tours he sald 38,000 
copies of the Bible, me his ae and . 
ings on tem perange m bling are said by 
Bishop Meade te rb tg passages of great 
pathos and eloquence, 52 

Peddled His Own Washington. 

Traveling as he did among the people he 
got to know his public very well, and he un- 
derstood how to compile and write books that 
would sell. He sold his life of Washington 
by the thcusand, and every year down to 1811 
new editions were published with such addi- 
tions as were suggested from time to time un- 
til it became the mervelous aggregation of 
anecdote we now behold it. 

He had a large . sons and five 
daughters, whom he b t up and educated. 
He was a good father, a good husband 
good man, though he was 
eccentricities. in h 
scribed as a man of medium stature, his hair 
white and long, and his countenence express- 
ive and sprightly. He was energetic in his 
movements and polite, 

He was a conspicuous figure for many years 
and continued in his vocation until death.

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HAT expert purveyor of dramatic 
drinks, Chafles Frohman, generally 
knows how to please the taste of his 
varied patrons, but in the concoction 
he served up last week at Hooley’s he 
did not achieve his customary success. The 
difficulty was he could not make the ingredi- 
ents mix. The sirup of Annie Russell, the 
ardent spirits of Cissy Fitzgerald, and the 
bitters of an Anglo-French farce like * The 
Foundling were events that could not blend 
harmoniously and were not palatabie when 
taken at a gulp. 

Lethe, by A. E. Lancaster, was evidently 
a sop to the sentimental maiden whom Mr. 
Frohman always tries first to conclliate in all 
his attractions, She is not hard to please, 
this end-of-the-century young woman of Chi- 
cago; she has been brought up on the pap of 
Daly’s German farces; she is satisfied with 
the Cayvan-Kelcey comedies as pictures of 
American society and her tears-bless her! 
are as quickly responsive as her smiles; but 
there is a modicum of common sense ia her 
composition which tells her the difference be- 
tween sentiment and sentimentality and be- 
tween pathos and bathos. How can 
she be expected to sympathize with 
the two pretty women in Lethe 
when they fall over head-and-ears 
in love with that cub ofa boy, the artist? 
And cau she mistake fora stroke of nature 
the theatricality of that last request of Aunie 
Russell to speak certain touch lines in 
order to assume the expression desired by the 
stupid painter?

Her ample charms to be set 
off and her art as a dancer to be enhanced 
should be seen through the mellowing haze of 
tobacco smoke, such as rises in a London 
music hall or in such a resort as New York 
furnishes in Koster & Bial’s. Miss Fitager- 
ald found her art as a dancer coldly inspect ed 
by unsympathetic critics of her own sex when 
she had been accustomed in London and New 
York to exert on the ocean of the masculine 
the moonlike power af her femininity. 

More akin to Miss Fitzgerald in tone 
than was her audience was the farce entitled 
The Foundling,”’ in the course of which she 
made her somewhat violent appearance, This 
was raw compared with the plays which Mr. 
Frohman generally sends to Chicago, but at 
the same time it claimed indulgence on the 
2 that last Monday night witnessed its 

rst production in America. It was written, 
it appears, by an Englishman anda French- 
man, tneir united efforts maki a curious 
combination of duliness and impropriety.

The principal artists of Mr. Damrosch’s 
company, which will open a season of Ger- 
man opera at the Auditorium April 14, are 
already in America or on the high seus. The 
disaster to the steamer Elbe deprived Mr. 
Damrosch of his stage manager, Adolph Bau- 
man, who was numbered with the missing. 
Gustav Harder of Hamburg has been secured 
to fill the position. Herr Harder was em- 
ployed by Sir Augustus Harris two years ago 
to undertake the staging of Wagner’s operas 
during the London season of German opera. 
While some of the principals of the present 
company are faniiliar to American audiences 
those notably prominent, with the exception of 
Herr Alvary, now visit America for 
the first time in a professional capacity. 
First among the prime donne of the organi- 
zation is Frau Rosa Sucher. A native of Vel- 
burg, Frau Sucher, née Hasselbeck, began 
ber career as a church singer in her native 
town. Later she studied in Friesing. Confi- 
dent of her dramatie talent, she one day dis- 
appeared, unknown to her relatives, and sang 
for Baron von Pertall, intendant of the Court 
Theater, Munich, The result was an engage- 
ment tosing small roles and permission to 
study at the Royal Conservatory. After this 
she fulfilled engagements at Konigsberg, at 
Kroll's Theater in Berlin, as guest, and subse- 

uently at Dantzig. Commissioned by the 
— of the Leipzig Stadt Theater to se- 
cute new forces, Joseph Sucher, the conductor, 
to whom she was married later, engaged 
her to sing juvenile roles at 
theater. In 1879, together with her husband, 
Frau Sucher was enguged for the Hamburg 
opera by Pollini. Her first engagement at 
the Berlin Royal Opera was in 1888. During 
this year she acted as prima donna at both 
the Berlin and Hamburg opera. Brought to 
the attention of Wagner by Von Bülow, who 

id her sing in London, Frau Sucher first 
took part in Bayreuth festivals in 1886. 
She sang in the subsequent festivals of 1888 
and 1801, and again last summer. 

Fraulein Kutecherra, engaged to sing the 
secondary soprano parts. is already familiar to 
Chicago audienees through appearances dur- 
ing the present season in concert. Fraulein 
Kutscherra fulfilled her first engagements at 
the Altenberg Court Theater, singing later at 
the opera of the Duke of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha, and also in various German cities.

ABOUT AUTOGRAPAS. 


HE most valuable autograph in the 
world is probably that of John D. 
Rockefeller. Attached to a check 
and properly authenticated it will 

fetch the owner at least $100,000,000— 
probably more. Theautograph of a mere 
King, or poet, or statesman is precious, but 
ina smallish way, It may not be compared 
to that of the Standard Ou boss. You can, 
for example, buy the sign manual of Louis 
XI., affixed to a state docume.t dated 1466, 
tor $15. True, Louis XI. is dead, except as 
he occasionally visita the mimic stage in the 
person of Henry Irving, but in his time he 
was accounted considerabie of a fellow. For 
that matter, what Henry Irving of, say, the 
twenty-fourth century will think it worth 
white to enact John D. Rockefeller on the 
stage? 

But such are the vagaries of autograph col - 
lectors. Louis XI. is a $15 man, while Louis 
XII., with one more I than his predecessor, 
fetches only $6. Lovis Philippe, the Bour. 
geois, is slow at $2. The same money buys 
his mild spouse Marie Amelie—$4 for the 
pair. 

These figures are the “latest quotations, 
taken from tne Collector, which is the organ 
of autograph fiends. The list is a quaint 
enough condensed chronicle of human fame, 
All sorts of people figure in the category 
artists, authors, statesmen, Kings, Queens, 
and knaves. In 1818 Washington Irving 
wrote a letter from Londen to Joseph Hop- 
kinson (who is unknown to fame, though be 
wrote Hail Columbia“) introducing Mr. 
and Mrs. Bartley of the Drury Lane Theater. 
Here is an extract from the letter: 

About to embark for America—to make a pro- 
fessional tour of our country. Mrs. Bartley has 
for several years supported tne principal line in

best performers in the kingdom. The eminence 


of her talents, as weil as the amidoleness' and 
correctness of her private character, have pro- 
cured her the attentions of the first circles of this 
country, etc. 

This letter is in the market—at what price 
do you think? ‘Ten dollars, no more, no less. 

For 50 cents you may buy an autograph 
letter signed dy Lucy Lareom; but a letter 
written by Andrew Johnson in 1865 on the 
stationery of the White House is accounted 

» worth $6. A letter from the Marquis Latay- 
ette, written in 1782, is held at $10. But 
Marie de Medici, Queen of France, her name 
to a letter bearing a great seal, is worth to the 
collector 815—50 percent more than La- 
fayette’s. 

Sarah Jennings, wife of the first Duke of 
Marlborough, wrote her name to a document 
in 1704, little thinkmg it would some day 
fetch $3. Let such is fame. A document 
signed by Mazarin, Cardinai and Prime Min- 
ister of France, is valued at $6 ; whereas a com- 
mission issued to a Major by President Mon- 
roe and signed by him and also by John C. 
Calhouu is marked only $2.50. 

K. K. Munkittrick’s autograph poem is 
worth only 75 cents, and a ietter written by 
Miss Muriree (Charles Egbert Craddock) to 
her publishers on a matter of business is vai- 
ued at $1.50. | 

Here are two curious examples. A signed 
letter in the haad of the lately decea-ed 
Count of Paris is expected to fetch $2; 
one written by the great William Pena 
in 1688 and bearing the Penn seal is vaiued 
at only $20. And that is only one-half the 
price put upon a document bearing the signa- 
ture of one James Reed, who was, to be sure, 
a Brigadier-General ia the revolutionary 
army, but is quite unknown to general fame. 
Revolutionary war documents ha ve a value of 
their own. A letter written by Brig.-Gen, 
Charles Scott to Gen. Green on war matters 
in 1778 is valued at $12. Israel Putnam’s 
signature on a paymaster’s bond dated 1760 
gives to that document a value of $35. A 
war letter relating to the Southern cam- 
paign in the revolutionary war, written 
and signed by Maj.-Gen. William Moultrie to 
Gen. G. Kutherford is held at $20; another 
bearing the signature of Muj.-Gen. John 
Thomas is worth $30; another of Brig.-Gen. 
Jethro Sumner, written in camp, 1781, $20. 

Poets and writers are very cheap. Clinton 
Scolland, 50 cents; Edmund Clarence Sted- 
man, $1; Saint Beuve, $1; Victor — (a 
letter), $3.50; Jules Verne, 81; Horace Wal- 
Eee $1; Edwin Percy Whipple, $1; Willie 

inter, $1; Charlotte M. Yonge, 75 cents— 
these are a few samples. ’ 

For $25 you can buy @ letter written by 
George Washingtda in 1 on war matters 
containing this interesting passage: I had 
previously received information that a equad- 
ron of heavy ships, with a number of frigates, 
had sailed from Cape Francois, the destina- 
tion of which was unknown,” etc. 

A document signed by Queen Victoria is 
valued at $5. An autograph ietter by her 
distinguished predecessor, William IIL, dat- 
ed at La Haye, 1696, on parliamentary 
matters, is valued at $50. 

Judah P. Benjamin, F. ot War to 
the Confederacy, who afterwards died in Lon- 
don at the top of the English bar, wrote an 
officia! letter in 1862 in regard to getting Eu- 
giish iron into the port of New Urieans by 
the bluckade runners. The letter is preserved 
and is valued at $5. But & Papal brief writ- 
ten on veilum in 1746, signed by Pope Bene- 
dictus XIV., is marked at only $2. 

A signature (and letter) by Ote Bull is val- 
ued at $5; one by William Cullen Bryant, $2. 

And here are some of the names in the

The present cost of ocean cables is about 
$1,200 per lineal mile, for making and lay- 
ing. and according to the government survey 
of 1891 by the Hydrographic Office of the 
Navy Department—the best Hawaiian cable 
route ascertained—that one lying within a 
favorable natural lane 300 miles wide, with 
cozy bottom, from Salinas Landing, in 
Monterey Bay, California, to Honolulu—cov- 
ers a distance of 2,107 miles by a plumb 
line: Hence at that rate the cost of making 
and laying the Hawaiian cable would be 52. 
528,400 ; and, allowing $471,600 as expenses 
for equipment, concessions, franchises, and 
unforeseen Gontingencies, the total cost would 
be $3,000,000—the preise limit of cost fixed 
in the item incorporated in the diplomatic 
and consular: bill for.

Round the World Routes. 


The present prices of cabling to and 
from the United States and China, Japan, 
and Australia, by means of European and 
Asiatie cables worki eastward instead of 
west ward, are exceedingiy high, but they 
cannot be regarded exorbitant when it is re- 
membered that the messages have to be re- 
layed Beveral times in transit and sent vast 
distances across territory where the main- 
tenanée wf the lines is very expensive. For 
instance, a message from San Francisco to 
Auckland, New Zealand—the costliest point 
Mo cable to—costs $2.86 per word, and is 
sent first to New York by land wires, then to 
London by cable, and thence cabled 
successively over the lines of the 
Great Eastern Telegraph com pany 
and the great Eastern- — Telegraph 
company to Suez, Aden, Bombay, Singapore, 
Adelaide, and Sydney to Auckiand. From 
New York to Auckland the rate is $2.74 per 
word, and from Chicago, St. Louis, and New 
Orleans it ie sik cents more. Messages from 
San Francisco to Yokohama, Japan, cost 
$2.33 per wordeby way of the Atiantic, 
Eastern, and Eastern-Extension cables, and 
to Hongkong $2.08 per word. From Chi- 
catro, St. Louis, and Ne Orleans to the same 
places the rates are eight and six cents less, 
respectively, and from New York, 14 and 12 
cents less, respectively. Of course press rates 
are considerably less than these. 

Counting in all the Atlantic, Mediterranean, 
Indian Ocean, and smaller submarine cables 
under all the seas and bays of the world, there 
are just 1,220 separate and distinct ocean ca-. 
bles” extant, with an aggregate length of 
175,000 miles, sufficient to girdle the earth 
seven times.

Coral formations abound near the 
Hawaiian Islands, and in hatiling up he shore 
end of the future cable the precaution will 
have to be taken to shield the line from any 
damaging effects from the coral-builders, 
This can be done by sheathing the shore end 
of the cable with steel armor.

Swedes the World Over Are Now Doing 
Honor te His Memory. 


Karl Mikael Bellman was and is to Sewden 
what Beranger is to France, This week marks 
the hundredth anniversary of his death. and 
mubical festivals are being held in Sweden 
and wherever Swedes are to be fouad in his 
3 ig Sweden’s, national poet. While 
he cannot be classed in the rank of the great 
combosers or his music be termed classical, 
it is highly melodious, heart-touching, and 
thoroughly northern in its sweet harmonious 
sounds, Ihe words to his songs are of as high 


quality as — muste, and his songs have now 


for over three-quarters of a century been sung 
by old and young, by rich’ and poor. and will 
continue to be the peopie’s song as long as 
the Swedish language wiil be spoken. 

Bellman was ¢scentiaily the people's poet, 
but nothing coarse or degrading is found in 
either his music or poems. Humor, love of 
life, and the beauty of mature and humanity 
are their 9 features. Living in 
the reigu of the brilliant Gustavus III., Swe. 
den’s poet King, Bellman was the idol of both 
court and people and Gustavus made Bell- 
man the recipient of many royal favors. 
Even at a very early age he was an inspired 
poet and musician, and at 16 years of age, 
when his first lyrical work appeared, he was 
acknowledged by critics to possess a 
genius of no mean order. His later works, 
as “Fredman’s Epistlar and Fredman's
